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Government blamed for chairman’s

THE DECISION by the 
chairman of the Tribunal of 
Inquiry into the Beef Pro- 
cessing Industry, Mr Justice 
Liam Hamilton, to adjourn 
the tribunal until next 
September has led to a fur- 
ther clash between the 
Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, and 
the Opposition parties over 
whether the Government had 
any involvement in the court 
action which has prompted 
the adjournment. 

Mr Reynolds, in a state- 
ment issued from Kerry, 
where he has been attending 
Fianna Fail functions, said: 
“It was regrettable that the

work of the tribunal had been 
interrupted, but a substantial 
constitutional issue had to be 
resolved”. 

Mr Reynolds also insisted that 
“the action of the Attorney Gen- 
eral had been taken on his own 
initiative in defence of the right 
of Cabinet confidentiality be- 
tween individual Ministers. in 
their collective discussions, a 
principle which has been ac- 
cepted by the Dail itself since the 
foundation of the State’. 

He added that “all the secret 
documents in connection with the 
various Government decisions 
involved were in the hands of the 
tribunal’’. 

The president of the Irish 


Creamery Milk Suppliers’ Associ- 
ation (ICMSA), Mr Tom 
O’Dwyer, last night questioned 
the wisdom of continuing with 
the tribunal. He said the allega- 
tions being made were damaging 
Ireland’s international reputation 
as a trustworthy country to do 
business with. 

“I am clearly not questioning 
the integrity of the tribunal,” he 
said. ““My concern is the amount 
of resources — the time of Gov- 
ernment and civil servants, the 
time of senior management in the 
beef processing industry and the 
visible and hidden costs attached 
— which are being diverted away 
from the very many urgent and 
real national problems, such as 


unemployment and low farm in- 
comes,” Mr O’Dwyer said. 
The Fine Gael spokesman on 


justice, Mr Alan Shatter, refused 
to accept Mr Reynolds’s claim 
that the Government was not in- 
volved in the legal action which 
the Attorney General first 
brought to the High Court and is 
now appealing to the Supreme 
Court. 

“The Taoiseach’s support for 
the legal action taken by the At- 
torney General — to prevent the 
tribunal seeking information 
about the events under inquiry — 
flies in the face of the tribunal’s 
terms of reference and totally 
undermines the credibility of his 
claimed commitment. to ‘open 


government’,” Mr Shatter said. 

The deputy leader of the 
Labour Party, Mr Ruairi Quinn, 
said that the decision to go ahead 
with the appeal was “the dis- 
graceful act of a Government 
which is increasingly desperate to 
prevent the truth coming out”’. 

Government sources were at 
pains to emphasise that the Gov- 
ernment had no responsibility in 
the delays caused by the Attorney 
General's legal actions. Mr Reyn- 
olds had “‘blocked out three days 
for next week for giving evidence 
to the tribunal and was prepared 
to attend for any length of hours 
necessary,” the sources said. 

A spokesman for the Progres- 
sive Democrats limited comment 


to saying that it was “unfortunate 


that the tribunal was going to be 


prolonged that much longer than 
it would otherwise be’’. 


In his statement, however, Mr 


Reynolds hinted that the court 
action need not have caused the 
adjournment of the tribunal at 
this stage when saying: “It was 
also regrettable that the tribunal 
could not continue its work on 
other aspects of the inquiry pend- 
ing the decision of the Supreme 
Court”’. 


Mr Justice Hamilton, in his 
statement, pointed out that the 
tribunal was “unable at this stage 
and at short notice to make the 
necessary arrangements for the 


hearing of any of the other mat- 
ters still outstanding”. 

The tribunal was going to ad- 
journ for August in any case, so 
only three weeks of hearings will 
now be postponed. But this was 
the period during which the 
chairman had hoped to hear all 
the principal political figures in- 
volved in the export credit insur- 


ance controversy. 

Mr Reynolds said yesterday 
that he had been “looking for- 
ward to telling his own side of the 
story before the summer recess’’. 
He accused Mr Shatter of “‘an ir- 
responsible outburst which did 
not seek to conform with his own 
leader’s statement in relation to

UNIONIST leaders have assured 
their supporters that there will be 
no “sell-out of their principles as 
they prepare for negotiations at 
Stormont tomorrow with Irish 
Government Ministers. 

At the Orange demonstrations 
throughout Northern Ireland yes- 
terday, unionist politicians in- 
volved in the talks restated 
traditional unionist views. 

The UUP leader, Mr James 
Molyneaux, warned that any new 
agreement reached in the talks 
would be “in the context of the 
United Kingdom”’. 

The DUP leader, the Rev Ian 
Paisley, repeated that there would 
be no peace between the two parts 
of this island until the “criminal 
and immoral” claim in the Irish 
Constitution to Northern Ireland 
was removed. 

The parades themselves passed 
off peacefully, with the exception 
of incidents in Belfast in which 
scuffles took place between 
groups of drunken youths and 
policemen as _ the marchers 
returned through the city. 

A small number of residents of 
the Lower Ormeau Road pro- 
tested as an Orange march passed 


the betting ottice where the UDA 
killed five Catholics last Febru- 
ary. As promised by the organis- 
ers, the parade returned by a 
different route, avoiding any po- 
tential confrontation. 

Several politicians referred to 
what they believe is a wish by the 
SDLP to suspend the talks pro- 
cess soon and resume it in the 
autumn. The UUP leader, Mr 
Molyneaux, expressed concern 
that the momentum created by 
the talks might be jeopardised 
“by holiday-making or by endless 
dissertations over political phi- 
losophy”’. 

Mr William Ross, MP, of the 
UUP, also warned against any 
early break. “Surely now when 
the parties are all at the table is 
the very time to get stuck in and 
finish the job,” he said. 

Almost all speakers at the dem- 
onstrations were supportive of 
the unionist leadership, but many 
warned against compromise on 
the position of Northern Ireland 
within the UK and called for the 
removal of Articles 2 and 3 of the 
Constitution, while demanding 
that there should be “‘no Dublin 
interference” —

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Arab leaders invited to 
Jerusalem by Rabin

ISRAEL’S new prime minister, 
Yitzhak Rabin, yesterday invited 
Palestinian peace negotiators to 
visit him in Jerusalem, offered to 
travel to any Arab capital for 
peace talks, and urged Israelis to 
end their “sense of isolation” and 
back his government in its efforts 
to bring a new peaceful era to the 
Middle East. 

Mr Rabin, leader of the Labour 
Party, was addressing the Knesset 
prior. to winning a vote of 
approval for his new coalition, 
which is composed of Labour, the 
left-wing Meretz Party, and the 
ultra-Orthodox Shas. Late last 
night, the coalition was voted in, 
by 67 votes to 53. 

In an uncharacteristically emo- 
tional and forceful speech, the 
70-year-old Mr Rabin — who was 
chief of staff of the Israeli army 
when the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip were captured by Israel in 
1967 — called on leaders of the 
occupied Palestinians to meet him 
in Jerusalem for ‘an informal 
talk’”” which would demonstrate 
his dovish government’s commit- 
ment to ending the occupation. 
Mr Rabin hopes to arrange

autonomy for the Palestinians 
within months, as the first step 
towards a final resolution of the 
status of the occupied territories. 

The offer was a_ ground- 
breaking one. The —— 
hardline government of the Liku 
leader, itzhak Shamir, never 
met the joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian negotiating team out- 
side the framework of the peace 
talks and took great exception 
when US Secretary of State, 


James Baker, invited Palestinian 
delegates to meet him at the US 
Consulate in west Jerusalem. The 
Likud regarded meetings with 
Palestinians in Jerusalem as 
undermining the city’s status as 
Israel’s capital. 

Mr Rabin went on to echo the 
words of previous Israeli 
premiers by expressing readiness 
to travel “today, tomorrow, to 
Amman, Damascus or Beirut” for 
summit talks with leaders of the 
neighbouring Arab countries still 
in a state of war with Israel. But 
Mr Rabin’s offer takes on real 
significance against the back- 
ground of rumours of an imminent 
secret meeting between him and 
Jordan’s King Hussein, and Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak’s 
stated intention to hold talks soon 
with the new Israeli leader. “In 
war, there are winners and 
losers,”” Mr Rabin declared, “In 
peace, there are only winners.” 

Well aware that barely 50 per 
cent of Israelis voted for the 
parties in his coalition, he urged 
members of the public who 
oppose trading land for guaran- 
teed peace with the Palestinians 
and the Arab world to escape the 
delusion that ‘‘the whole world is 
against us.” 


The US Secretary of State, 
James Baker, welcomed the offer. 
“I think that any time Arab 
nations and Israel can sit down 
face-to-face and talk peace it is a 
“a good thing,” he said. 

anan Ashrawi, Palestinian 
spokeswoman at the Middle East 
peace talks, said Mr Rabin’s 
appeal for peace agreements 
showed a new seriousness in 
Israel’s approach. 

The senior Palestinian leader, 
Faisal al-Husseini, described Mr 
Rabin’s speech as “important” 
but refused to make any further 
comment. 

Abdel Salam Majali, Jordan’s 
chief delegate to the peace talks, 
dismissed Mr Rabin’s offer: “I 
cannot see the point of inviting us 
to go to Jerusalem before we 
really see constructive success in 
the negotiations in the proper 
place to which we have all agreed 
to go to.” 

In Cairo, an informed source 
said Arab participants in the 

ace process would meet in 

amascus on July 24th to map 
out a common approach to the 
talks with Israel.

THE Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union (CPSU) authorised a pay- 
ment equivalent to stg£10,000 to 
Mr Michael O’Riordan, of the 
Communist Party of Ireland, in 
April, 1987, according to docu- 
ments released by a member of the 
presidential commission on the 
party’s secret archives in Moscow. 

In that year also, documents 
show that stg£400,000 was paid by 
the CPSU for a six-month sub- 
scription to the British Communist 
Party newspaper, the Morning 
Star. 

The release of the documents co- 
incided with the hearings of the 
constitutional court on the legality 
of a ban imposed by President 
Yeltsin on the party’s activities. 
President Yeltsin’s legal team ar-

gues that the party usurped the 
power of the state and acted uncon- 


Stitutionally in paying money ille- 
gally to individuals and 
organisations abroad. 

he reference to Mr O’Riordan 
is in an extract from a document 
code-numbered “St-48/15gs” and 
is titled “Extract from Protocol No 
48 of the Central Committee Secre- 
tariat of April 29, 1987, re granting 
financial aid to the chairman of the 
Communist Party of Ireland, M. 
O’Riordan.” 

It reads: “To grant the sum of up 
to 10,000 valyuta roubles to the 
Chairman of the Irish Communist 
Party, M. O’Riordan. The Finance 
Ministry of the USSR should allot 
the sum mentioned above to the 
CPSU Central Committee’s De- 
partment (Upravienie Delami). 
The expenditure should be covered 
from the party budget. The trans- 
ferring of money should be done by 
the CPSU central committee Inter- 


a 


national Department according to 
the agreement with Comrade 
O’Riordan.” 


The document would appear to 
show that the CPSU unconstitu- 
tionally used the finance ministry 
for party purposes, but no docu- 
mentary evidence has been pro- 
duced to show that Mr O’Riordan 
actually received the 10,000 
valyuta roubles which in 1987 was 
the equivalent of stg£10,000. 


Some sources in Moscow hold 
that many “payments” to foreign 
individuals and organisations were 
merely cover operations for the si- 
phoning of money by CPSU 
officials. 


At the session of the constitu- 
tional court yesterday Mr Andrei 
Makarov produced a document 
signed by the CPSU’s second in 
command, Mr Vladimir Ivashko, 
on March 29th, 1991, authorising 


the destruction of 25 million cases 
of documents from the archives in 
order to save the party’s repu- 
tation. 


Of those documents which sur- 
vived, perhaps one of the most 
revealing concerned the authorisa- 
tion of a payment of stg£400,000 to 
the editorial board of the Morning 
Star. The extract from Protocol 
No.37 of January 19th, 1987, 
reads: “Re the request of the chief 
editors of the English Communist 
newspaper Morning Star: In order 
to comply with the Morning Star’s 
editorial board’s request, to allow 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade of 
the USSR (Mezhdunarodnaya 
Kniga Association) to pay in Janu- 
ary, 1987, for the Morning Star. 
subscription for the first half of the: 
year 1988, 400,000 pounds sterling 
at the expense of the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade’s plan of valyuta 
payments for 1987.”

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Witness 
in incest 
case 
fails to 
appear 


GARDAI in Co Galway have 
asked police in England to help to 
trace an 18-year-old woman who 
failed to turn up at the Central 
Criminal Court in Dublin to give 
evidence in a case alleging incest 
against her 49-year-old father. 


When the case came before Mr 
Justice Flood he was told by Ms 
Maureen Clarke SC, prosecuting, 
that the woman was unavailable to 
give evidence and ai believed 
she had gone to England, where 
her mother lives. 


Ms Clarke said that some time 
before the woman left for England, 
she called to her local Garda 
station and told officers she wanted 
to withdraw the charges against 
her father. She was told it would be 
necessary for her to come to court 
to withdraw the allegations. 


Ms Clarke said the prosecution 
was seeking an opportunity to 
make contact with the woman be- 
fore making a final decision to drop 
the case. An English constable had 
called to the address where the 
girl’s mother had been living and, 
while he did not get a reply at the 
door, there was light in the house 
and evidence it was occupied. 


_ Formally opposing the applica- 
tion for an adjournment, counsel 
for the defence, Mr Barry White 
SC, said that the woman had 
reached the age of majority and 
had told gardai she wanted to with- 
draw her complaint. It was unfair 
to leave the charges hanging over 
the accused man. 


Mr Justice Flood adjourned the 
case for mention on Friday week, 
but pointed out it would have to be 
dealt with finally on that date. 


‘In a separate case alleging rape, 
also before Mr Justice Flood, he 
was told by the State prosecutor 
that the main witness had not 
turned up on two previous occa- 
sions. He issued a warrant for her 
- arrest and-ordered that she be 
brought before the court.

Mr Justice Lynch granted an in- 
terim injunction, on consent, 
restraining the union from treating 
the editors as having been sus- 
pended from the membership. 


Diary of love affair read at 


A DIARY record of the love af- 


fair which allegedly ended with 
the murder of the bank official, 
Mrs Alison Shaughnessy, was 


read to an Old Bailey jury in Lon- 


don yesterday. 


Ms Michelle Taylor (21),who is 


accused of killing her lover’s wife, 
kept a chronicle of her ill-fated 


affair in the form of two note- 


books, the court heard. 


They were discovered by police 


in Ms Taylor’s room at the Chur- 
chill private medical clinic in 
Lambeth, south London, where 
her lover, Mr John Shaughnessy, 
also worked. 

Ms Taylor’s secret writings 
revealed her hatred for Mrs 


Shaughnessy and how Mr 
Shaughnessy liked his lover to be 
“putty in his hands”, it was

The diaries were read out on 
the sixth day of the trial of Ms 
Taylor and her sister Lisa (18), 
both of Kemble Road, Forest 


Hill, south London, who deny : 


murdering Mrs Shaughnessy on 
June 3rd last year. 

The prosecution said she was 
stabbed 54 times as she returned 
home to Vardens Road, Batter- 
sea, south London, from work. 

Diary entries referred fre- 

uently to Ms Taylor’s feelings 
or Mr Shaughnessy and their 
love-making together, the court 


heard. 

On October 3lst, she allegedly 
wrote: “I hate Alison — the 
bitch.” Underneath was the word 
“unwashed”. 

After making love in his room 
at the clinic, Ms Taylor allegedly 
wrote that Mr Shaughnessy had 
said he did not want his marriage 
to go on the rocks. 

“He said I am not making a 
decision now, but the relation- 
ship cannot carry on this way. 

“‘He said he does not want any- 
thing to spoil what we had got. I 
think he meant he does not want 
me to hold on to something that 
cannot be and wants me to find 
someone else. 


“I love him a lot but what do I 
have to show for it — memories. 

a dream solution would be 
for Alison to disappear as if she 
had never existed and then 
maybe I could give everything to 
the man I love,” she allegedly 
wrote. 

In an earlier entry, Ms Taylor 
described how Mr Shaughnessy 
‘kissed and kissed her’ when he 
thanked her for the presents she 
bought for his birthday in No- 
vember, 1990. 

Ms Taylor and Mr and Mrs 
Shaughnessy went out for an In- 
dian meal together. Ms Taylor fell 
asleep as they watched TV later 
in the couple’s room at the clinic.

Ms Taylor was woken by Mr 
Shaughnessy. “I remember him 
Starting to undress me. I said 
‘No.’ I was very glad it was me 
this time who refused.” 

An earlier entry recorded Mr 
Shaughnessy hoping Ms Taylor 
would find someone nice. Ms 
Taylor complained that at the 
same time he was jealous if she 
was to be with anyone. 

Mr Shaughnessy became very 
angry when she complained of 
being used. “When I didn’t play 
putty in his hands, he got very

he jury heard from a woman 
police officer that Ms Taylor had 
tried to establish an alleged false 


alibi for herself using her friend, 
Ms Jeanette Tapp. 

Ms Tapp preg Sars to police, 
claiming that Ms Taylor and her 
sister were in her room at the 
clinic at the time of the killing, 
Detective Constable Angela 
Thomas said. But she _ later 
retracted her statement. 

Detective Chief Superinten- 
dent Thomas Glendenning told 
the court he had taken the “‘ex- 
tremely unusual step” of asking 
for authorisation to bug a meet- 
ing between Ms Taylor, her sister 
and their mother in a room at 
Battersea police station. 

The trial was adjourned until 
tomorrow. —({PA) 


Judge criticises press 
reports of incest case 


MR JUSTICE Paul Carney has 


criticised press reports, particu- 
larly in The Irish Times, of a case 
heard in the Central Criminal 
Court last Friday. When the court 
sat yesterday, Mr Justice Carney 


said in a statement that last Fri- 


day, he had heard a plea of guilty 
in an incest case. 

He continued: “After taking ac- 
count of six specific mitigatin 
features, I fixed on a custodi 
sentence of three years’ penal ser- 
vitude. I then took the unusual 


step of suspending the last year of 


that sentence and also the second- 
last year of that sentence to mark 
my disapproval of specific fea- 
tures of the prosecution. 

“These were: (1) After a com- 
plete confession had been ob- 


tained and a false allegation of 


rape had been cleared up, there 
was a delay of six months before 
charges were initiated; (2) With- 
out any evidence to support them, 
three charges of common-law rape 
were preferred. 

“Such charges attract a maxi- 
mum penalty of life imprisonment 
as distinct from a seven-year pen- 
alty for incest. But more impor- 
tantly, they caused it to be 
returned to the Central Criminal 
Court rather than the local circuit 
court. 

“I expressed disapproval of the 
issuing of a press statement during 
currency of a case, but I did not 
impose any sanctions in response 
to it. 

“The reasons for the steps 


which I took could scarcely have 
been more mg og particu- 
larly in The Irish Times which 
gave the matter the most cov- 
erage. 

“I am not requiring that any- 
thing be done in relation to this, 
but as I believed that paper in par- 
ticular to have concern for accu- 
rate reporting, I am making 
available to the editors of each of 
the national newspapers and RTE 
a transcript of Friday’s pro- 
ceedings.” 

The following is the text of the 
transcript which Mr Justice Car- 
ney made available: 

udge: “In relation to the pre- 
liminary evidence which was 
heard this afternoon, I accept 
wholly that of the accused. Mr 
Kennedy is a highly reputable, in- 
dependent barrister, and it must 
be a matter of embarrassment for 
him that he is given instructions 
by his client which. collapse on 
evidential scrutiny. Tae 

“The offence in this case is seri- 
ous. The accused made his — 
ter pregnant. It was not of his 
doing but his daughter made a 
complaint of rape to protect him, 
which cast'a wide net of suspicion. 
The sentence in this case must be 
custodial. 

“I take into account — (1) there 
are no previous convictions; (2) 
there has been a good recovery of 
the daughter; (3) there has been a 
plea of guilty, (4) there is family 
support; (5) I am satisfied that he 
was desirous of pleading guilty to 


incest at all times; (6) he is a good 
family provider. 

“Taking these factors into con- 
sideration, the sentence I have de- 
termined on is one of three years’ 
penal servitude on each count to 
run concurrently. 

“The accused was charged with 
three counts of rape. This would 
carry life imprisonment, as dis- 
tinct from the seven years’ maxi- 
mum in respect of incest. It brings 
the matter to this court rather 
than to his local circuit court. 
There was no evidence whatso- 
ever to support any of these 
counts. 

“To mark my disapproval of the 
charging of these three counts of 
rape, I suspend the final year of 
the sentence of penal servitude 
which I have imposed. 

“In the light of my acceptance 
of the accused’s evidence, I do not 
accept the Director of Public 
Prosecutions’ explanation of de- 
lay, which, I repeat, I find unac- 
ceptable. In the light of this, I am 
suspending the second last year of 
the sentence, to mark disapproval. 

“The Director of Public Prose- 
cutions is unwise, from his own 
point of view, to issue press state- 
ments. He can appeal me to the 
Supreme Court or, if he wishes, I 
will sit —_ on any day next week 
on his choosing to listen to tren- 
chant or even temperate criticism 
of me through counsel. 

“I direct that remission be cal- 
culated on the basis of a three-year 
sentence actually served.”

A CRUCIAL meeting will be held 
today of the board of the Euro- 
pean College of Aeronautics 
(ECA) which recently sent home 
19 students who had paid up to 
£40,000 each to train as commer- 
cial pilots. But the chairman, Pro- 
fessor Austin ee was 
pessimistic yesterday about the 
company’s prospects. 

Aer Lingus had told the private 
limited company that it did not 
meet the requirements for pilot 
training for the national airline. 
But Professor Darragh suggested 
that part of the problem lay with 
the Department of Tourism, 
Transport and Communications 
over its scheduling of examina- 
tions, flight testing and waiting 
time for results. He said the offi- 
cials involved in these tasks were 
overworked. 

Professor Darragh pointed out 
that Aer Rianta owned 20.8 per 
cent of the company while. the 
IDA owned five per cent. He had 
tried to get additional investment 


over the weekend but this had 
proved impossible unless some of 
the problems facing the company 
could be ironed out. 

The Fine. Gael transport 
spokesman, Mr Ivan Yates, said 
he understood that Aer Lingus 
had expressed concern at the de- 
lays the private company had ex- 
perienced in obtaining flight 
examiners from the department. 

However, a department spokes- 
woman said that the company 
had cancelled flight checks 
recently scheduled with the de- 
partment’s examiners. She said 
also that the Minister, Mrs 
Geoghegan-Quinn, had initiated 
the process of convening a task 
force to consider the feasibility 
and viability of an approved fly- 
ing training school in Ireland. 

t is understood that the Minis- 
ter recently met two of the 19 stu- 
dents and reiterated her view that 
Professor Darragh had a moral 
obligation to complete the flying 
training of all students who had 
paid the college fees.

seen as

OVER 75 per cent of Irish farm-‘° 


ers are likely to gain from the 
reformed Common Agricultural 
Policy (CAP), according to 
Teagasc, the Agriculture and 
Food Development Authority, 
which has studied the package. 
Teagasc found that farm in- 
come could increase by up to £94 
million once an estimated fall in 


gross agricultural output of £340 


million is offset by ‘increased 
compensation payments of £342 
million and reduced farm input 
expenditure of £92 million. __ 

Cattle farmers will fare best in 
the new CAP; the sector stands to 
gain £87 million. The dairy sector 
should gain £13 million, sheep 
sector £3 million and cereals £1 
million. 

The Teagasc Rural Economy 
Section, which carried out the 


survey, indicated that the pig and ' 


poultry sector stand to lose £6 
million and £4 million respec- 
tively in the reform package.

Stay put 
on issue 
of new 
hackney 
licences 


THE Minister for the Environ- 
ment has been restrained by the 
High Court from issuing, or au- 
thorising the issue, of any new 
hackney cab licences. The injunc- 
tion was granted to six Dublin 
taxi drivers. 


Counsel for the drivers said 
yesterday the matter was urgent 
as applications for the new li- 
cences were being made from yes- 
terday. 


Mr Justice Lardner said the 
order would continue until the 
outcome of a judicial review of 
the Minister’s decision. He gave 
liberty to all parties to apply on 
24 hours notice to the court. 


He said the Minister in 1991 
made an order that only 100 
hackney cab licences would be 
issued up to October Ist this year. 


The licences were issued by the 
Garda Commissioner who acted 
under the authority of the Minis- 
ter. For each licence, Mr Justice 
Lardner said, a fee of £3,000 was 
payable to the licensing authority. 

e was Satisfied from the affi- 
davits of the six taxi drivers that 
each, in order to obtain his or her 
existing licence, had to borrow 
and to pay the previous holders 
between £35,000 and £45,000. 


Mr Justice Lardner said that 
within the last few days, a report 
had been published reviewing the 
system governing taxis and hack- 
neys. There were 64 recommen- 
dations which would result in 
wide-ranging changes. 


The judge said the Minister had 
indicated in a public statement he 
would take a number of immedi- 
ate steps and, in_ particular, 
remove the moratorium on the 
granting of new licences which 
was introduced last October. 


The taxi drivers had, through 
their solicitor, attempted to dis- 
cover which regulation or order 
was the legal basis on which the 
Minister purported to take this 
action. The taxi drivers had not 
been told that any new regulation 
had been made. 


The judge said that following 
the 1991 regulation, the appli- 
cants claimed they had a legiti- 
mate expectation there would not 
be any change until October Ist 
this year and that what the Minis- 
ter proposed to do violated their 
property rights. 


The evidence before him was 
uncontested and he was satisfied 
the applicants had established a 
fair question to be tried. 


Former workers in pay

FORMER employees of Irish 
Shipping are to pursue their legal 
claim for compensation from the 
State, as the Government’s prom- 
ised “framework for payment” 
has failed to materialise. 

The “framework” had been 
promised during the last Dail ses- 
sion by way of legislation, on foot 
of the Attorney General’s advice 
to Government that it could 
make compensatory payments 
now without any risk. The chair- 
man of the Irish Shipping Work- 
ers’ Committee, r Dermot 
McNulty, told The Irish Times 


that he fully accepted that the 
Minister for the Marine, Dr 
Woods, wished to settle this mat- 
ter. However, his attempts were 
being stymied at Cabinet level, Mr 
McNulty said. 

“Our immediate response has 
been to instruct our solicitors to 
file our statement of claim as 
quickly as possible and to pursue 
the case vigorously,” Mr McNulty 
said. Up to last year, the Govern- 
ment had refused to pay anything 
over and above statutory redun- 
dancy to the staff who lost their 
jobs. 

: The Irish Shipping Workers’ 
Committee delayed taking legal 


action in what Mr McNulty de- 
scribes as the “rather foolish ex- 
pectation” that Fianna Fail in 
Government would honour its 
pre-election commitments to for- 
mer Irish Shipping workers. The 
committee had hoped that the 
Government would act when the 
claims by unsecured creditors be- 
came time-barred. The deadline 
for those creditors expired 19 
months ago, when it was con- 
firmed that the largest, the Wah 
Kwong ne Agency of Hong 
Kong, had not filed a claim over 
lost charter agreements. 

Mr McNulty said that the com- 
mittee had been advised that a 


claim 


technicality relating to promised 
legislation on compensation had 
been raised, and he understood 
that some “‘ex-gratia” payments in 
cases of hardship were now being 
considered by the Government as 
an alternative option. Such a sys- 
tem would not be sufficient, Mr 
McNulty said. The committee 
had already indicated that it 
would not accept an offer amount- 
ing to less than £4.1 million. 

The Department of the Marine 
declined to comment yesterday 
beyond referring to the Minister 
for the Marine’s recent reply to a 

arliamentary question on the 
issue in the Dail.

‘IT was’’, according to 
Charles Dickens, “the season 
of Darkness; it was the spring 
of Hope, it was the winter of 
Despair”. And it was, of 
course, the period leading up 
to the greatest social upheaval 
of our time which culminated 
in the storming of the Bastille 
Prison on July 14th, 1789 — 
the beginning of the French 
Revolution. 

Not even the most partisan 
of meteorologists would go so 
far as to say that weather 
caused the revolution. None- 
theless, as with many historical 
events, you will find that the 
weatner played a part. It un- 
doubtedly contributed to the 
timing of the popular unrest, to 
the great discontent of the 
angry citizens of Paris, and to 
the extreme violence of some 
of the events which followed. 


It was mainly lack of rain — 
a recurring theme throughout 
the 18th century in France — 
which caused the problems; 
the drought brought famine in 
its wake, increased the price of 
—. and hence the price of 

read. As a result, civil 
disturbance brought on by lack 
of food grew commonplace 
throughout the kingdom. 

The meteorological records 
for 18th century France show 
that 1709, 1725, 1749 and 1775 
were years of very low rainfall. 
The same was true of 1785, 
when once again, there was 
very little rain and agricultural 
yields were low. . 

But 1788 was worst of all. 


A tale of 
wheat and rye 


began a year which turned out 
to be the driest of the decade, 
and the resulting drought was 
followed by the worst harvest 
for many years. 

The rise. in the price of 
wheat and rye began in March, 
1788, in anticipation of this 
poor harvest. It continued 
inexorably over the next 15 
months, and the graph — coin- 
cidentally or otherwise 
reaches a peak exactly in July, 
1789, bringing the price of 
bread to a level 75 per cent 
higher than it had been a year 
before. | 

Now a rise of this order may 
not seem much to us, but in 
the late 18th century, bread 
was — quite literally — a vital 
commodity to the poorer 
classes of France. 

Indeed, their entire diet was 
composed of cereals in one 
form or another — either as 
bread, gruel, or some form of 
liquid broth. Their dependence 
on grain resembled that of the 
Irish on the potato at around 
the same time. 

And thus it was that when 
the harvest failed in 1788, 
famine stalked the land, and in 
the towns and cities, the high 
price of bread caused riots in 
the streets. The scene moved 
Queen Marie Antoinette 
naively to remark: ‘“Qu’ils 
mangent de la _ brioche” 
‘““Let them eat cake’’. But the 
hungry mob gave its a 203 
years ago today: “La Bastille 
est prise, et les portes sont 
ouvertes”’.

Family law 
facilities 
criticised

FAMILY law cases in Cork, often 
involving acrimony between the 
parties concerned, are being dealt 
with in an atmosphere of little or 
no privacy and without proper 
toilet facilities or waiting rooms 
for women with children, the 
Family Lawyers Association in 
the city said yesterday. 

In a statement, the chairwoman 
of the association, Ms Marie 
Baker, said family cases were 
heard in the Circuit Court in 
Cork where there were no waiting 
rooms or rooms where the liti- 
gants could consult with legal ad- 
visers. 

“Many family law cases which 
have got to the point of litigation 
are acrimonious and the parties 
often find themselves waiting for 
hours or days in corridors in the 
courthouse where they have no 
privacy or no certainty that they 
will not be overheard by their 
spouse or their spouse’s legal ad- 
viser, or indeed, that they will not 
meet their spouse on the stairway. 

‘“‘The courtroom has no proper 
toilet facilities or waiting area for 
women with children. It is in this 
atmosphere that people are ex- 
pected to decide the future wel- 
fare of their children and to 
discuss their financial situation in 
a broken marriage,” the state- 
ment said. 

According to the association, 
there are 150 cases on the family 
law list but only a small percent- 
age of these can be heard during 
any given session. 

“This means that the delay now 
for contested cases for judicial 
separation or various property 
orders which can be made by the 
circuit court is up to 18 months.” 

The statement added that the 


conditions contrasted sharply 
with those in Dublin, where the 
family law courts were housed in 
a special, purpose-built building 
and where the waiting time to 
have a case heard was no more 
than two months. 

Because of the situation, it was 
becoming increasingly difficult to 
have such cases resolved amica- 
bly in Cork.

HE marching season in the 

North traditionally marks 

the end of the political year. 
Unionist politicians are expected 
to make hardline speeches, full of 
never, never and no _ surrender. 
Non-unionists have learned to 
pay little attention their 
content. 

It was easy to ignore them in 
the past. They have always been 
followed by a break of at least two 
months from what passes for poli- 
tics in Northern Ireland. This 
year, they occurred on the eve of 
an enormously symbolic and deli- 
cate event — the arrival of Irish 
Government Ministers in Belfast 
tomorrow for face-to-face negoti- 
ations with unionist leaders. 

Unionist agreement to hold 
these talks two days after the 
Twelfth demonstrations surprised 
many. obseryers. Always mindful 
of the accusation that they might 
be about to sell out in some way, 
unionist leaders were expected to 
be keen to avoid a juxtaposition 
of their most hardline annual out- 
ing with the beginning of a pro- 
cess that could involve significant 
compromise with Dublin. 

But if there was any nervous- 
ness, there were few signs of it 
among the speeches. The message 
from all unionist politicians in- 
volved in the talks was that there 
would be no compromises on fun- 
damental issues. 

Most significantly, the speeches 
betrayed a belief that unionists 
were winning in this process, that

relief from the hated Anglo-Irish 
Agreement was around the cor- 
ner, and that the wish of some 
SDLP members to suspend the 
talks until the autumn was a sign 
of weakness. 

UUP leader Mr James 
Molyneaux was among those who 
seemed to urge speedy progress in 
the talks. His speech to the Bel- 
fast demonstration contained 
criticism of the SDLP although 
this — like many of his utterances 
— was written in code. 

‘My particular concern is. that 
the momentum created over past 
weeks be not jeopardised by holi- 
day-making or endless disserta- 
tions over political philosophy.” 
In this case, Farccgean toggreer 
can be assumed to refer to the 
desire of some SDLP delegates 
for a break in the talks until the 
autumn. 

“Endless dissertations over po- 
litical philosophy” can be taken 
as his view of some SDLP contri- 


butions to the talks. 

At the demonstration in Derry, 
Mr Willie Ross MP echoed his 
leader’s concern over “people 
who find good reasons to pull up 
stumps and stop work just be- 
cause it’s time for their holidays, 
especially if they are being asked 
awkward questions’”’. 

In other words, unionists are 
pretty pleased with how the talks 
are proceeding, and are keen for 
more. 

Pre-empting any possible heck- 
lers at the back (there were none), 
Mr Ross said: “I also know quite 
well some of our people are con- 
cerned that they might, as they 
put it, be ‘sold out’.”’ 

While such a calamity might 
have been possible in the past ion 
to “the weakness and foolishness 
of past leaders’’, no such outcome 
would happen under the present 
leaders, who are “wise, cautious 
and hardened against soft blan- 
dishments”’. 


The embers will barely have cooled 
on the Twelfth bonfires 
tomorrow morning when Irish 
Government Ministers 
arrive at Stormont for their first 
session of talks there. Mark Brennock, 
Northern Editor, examines 
yesterday’s speeches for indications of 
the unionist mood. 


The depiction of unionists as 
being in control of developments 
in the talks was elaborated upon 
by Mr David Trimble MP at 
Warrenpoint. Last year, he said, 
the unionists had criticised the 
“‘circus-like atmosphere” with 
large delegations which resulted 
in vague general discussions. 


The party had advised that 
fresh talks should be conducted 
in small committees, and “thank- 
fully our advice was followed by 
the current Secretary of State, Sir 
Patrick Mayhew”’. 

The UUP’s MEP, Mr Jim 
Nicholson, challenged directl 
those who said that North/Sout 


talks during the marching season 
would be folly for unionists. ““Do 
not be misled by those who have 
asserted that it would be impossi- 
ble to face the age-old enemy dur- 
ing and because of the marching 
season,” he said. 

Now was the time, he said, “‘to 
test the good faith of the Irish 
Republic which has for so long 
said that if only unionists would 
talk, then they would be amazed 
at the generosity of feeling that 
would be forthcoming”’. 


R MOLYNEAUX spoke 

for all the unionist speak- 

ers saying that any new 
internal structure in Northern 
Ireland “‘must be in the context of 
the United Kingdom. We are not 
engaged in constitutional talks 
about the future of Northern Ire- 
land because Northern Ireland al- 
ready has a _ constitution 
enshrined in statute, precedent 
and practice. 


“It follows that additional iay- 
ers of government must rest upon 
that solid foundation.” 

The enthusiasm for the talks 
and hints that the nationalist side 
might be worried about how they 
were going emerged in many of 
the speeches. Speakers who are 
not party to the talks also charac- 
terised them as the successful out- 
come of a long clever strategy 
conducted by the unionist politi- 


cians, rather than as a sell-out or 
climb down. There were few dis- 
senting voices. 

The county Grand Master of 
Belfast, Mr John McCrea de- 
clared that Orange Order and 
unionist opposition to the Anglo- 
Irish Agreement had not waned. 
The unionist representatives at 
the present round of talks would 
not let their position be weak- 
ened, he declared, echoing the 
reassuring tone of the politicians. 

He repeated the traditional de- 
nunciation of any “Dublin inter- 


ference” in the affairs of 
Northern Ireland. 

It was left to the Rev Hugh 
Ross, the chaplain of the Co 
Tyrone Grand Orange Lodge, to 
issue the only strong dissenting 
statement from the direction in 
which the unionist leadership is 
travelling. Always known to 
adopt extremely hardline union- 
ist positions, the Rev Ross told 
the demonstration in Aughnacloy 
that “people are baffled by the 
present political intrigue’”’. 

“Since 1985, when the British 
government and all the members 
of the House of Commons voted 
to support the Anglo-Irish Agree- 
ment, Ulster has been betrayed, 
and, in principle, was cast out of 
the United Kingdom. 

“In the context of the Anglo- 
Irish betrayal, the ongoing terror- 
ist campaign of genocide, and the 
continuing sell-out of my 
= I register my public sup- 
port for the three Cookstown 
councillors who resigned on 
points of principle over the direct 
involvement of the Republic’s 
Government in the present talks. 

“Even the venue, Lancaster 
House in London, speaks of be- 
trayal. It was there that Rhodesia 
was sold out by ‘perfidious 
Albion’.” 

Such rhetoric was rare yester- 
day, and the Government may be 
pleased to hear that it was non- 
existent among those who they 
will be meeting tomorrow at Par- 
liament Buildings in Stormont.

Very young to very old march 
on Thirteenth for the Twelfth 


NE of the wonders of the 
Twelfth of July parade in 
Belfast is that the Orange 
Order can muster so many bands 
to celebrate King Billy’s victory 
over King James at the Battle of 
the Boyne — all of 302 years ago. 

By force of keeping the Sab- 
bath, this Twelfth was held on the 
13th, and for a relatively de- 
tached observer of the loyal sons 
and daughters of Ulster marching 
towards a big field at Edenderry 
outside Belfast, the whole occa- 
sion was quite impressive, and a 
little intimidating at times. 

About 250 lodges marched be- 
hind 130 bands and no matter 
that the repertoire of many of 
them seemed to be confined to 
“The Sash’, and a few other mel- 
odies, they tooted and banged on 
their fifes and drums to the great 
satisfaction of the thousands who 
lined the streets, whatever about 
the nationalists who confined 
themselves to their homes or, 
more sensibly, headed for Don- 
egal. 

The great symbols of Protestant 
loyalism were in evidence: the or- 
ange sashes, bowler hats, lambeg 
drums, Union Jacks, red hand of 
Ulster flags, mighty banners and, 
a more modern manifestation, 
fellows strutting about on the 
fringes of the parade in Glasgow 
Rangers and Linfield jerseys. 

Some of these brought the in- 
timidating atmosphere of certain 
soccer terraces to the day with oc- 
casional chants of ““Up the UDA” 
and references to Taigs and Feni- 
ans. And while the legends on 
many of the banners attested to 
the virtues of temperance, there 
was a lot of drinking done on the 
streets in Belfast throughout yes- 
terday, with lager and _ cider 
favourite tipples. 

But overall, the mood was fes- 
tive. People sat in foldup chairs 
along the route. Parents enjoyed 
picnics with their children. Tired 
Orangemen spread _ themselves 
out and slept on the grass at 
Edenderry. “It was a very quiet 
Twelfth, with a few minor inci- 
dents, which are par for the 
course,” the RUC reported. 

Everybody of the unionist tra- 
dition seemed to be either march-

marched behind 130 bands in yesterday’s Twelfth of July 


ing or observing. Even some of 
the sick and old from the City 
Hospital were wheeled out by the 
nurses so they could view the pa- 
rade on the Lisburn Road.

Some of the bands had great 
swagger and style. On leafy Bal- 
moral Avenue, the twirler from 
the Whiterock Band could loft his 
baton higher than the copper 
beeches. That band even man-

THE Supreme Court will fix a 
date next Monday for the hearing 
of the appeal by the Attorne

Mr Eoin MacGonigal SC, for 
the chairman, said his client was 
anxious to get on with the work- 
ing of the tribunal: He had been 
anxious to finish this issue before 
the end of the current legal term. 
At the same time, he recognised 
there was a significant constitu- 
tional issue.

Tribunal move expected

THE DECISION of the chairman 
of the Tribunal of Inquiry into the 
Beef Processing Industry, Mr Jus- 
tice Hamilton, to postpone further

' September caused little surprise in 
legal circles yesterday. 

There was a general feeling that 
the high-profile clash between the 
Attorney General, Mr Whelehan

In the tribunal case, a 
week would be a short period for 
written submissions to be entered 
on such a fundamental constitu- 
tional issue as collective Cabinet 
confidentiality, which is being 
tested for the first time. 

The case itself would be ex- 
pected to last for two days, at a 
minimum, next week at the earli- 
est. And even if an immediate de- 
cision were given on the issue, as 
happened in the “X” case, it 
would be at least another week be- 


fore the full written judgment was 
delivered. 

In these circumstances, there 
was no surprise that Mr Justice 
Hamilton decided to defer hearing 
evidence from Mr Reynolds and, 
possibly, three other politicians 
until the autumn.

Workers may boycott 
IFA over ‘violence’

THE Irish Farmers’ Association 
(IFA) may be _ boycotted by 
unions and staff associations at 
the Department of Agriculture 
and Food over the failure of the 
IFA president, Mr ‘Alan Gillis, to

ers who occupied the lobby of 
Agriculture House last month.

UK softens line on extra EC aid

IRELAND'S hopes of securing £6 
billion in EC funding received a 
boost yesterday when the British 
EC presidency adopted an even- 
handed approach towards the 
Delors budget proposals. Up to 
now, Britain has led the opposi- 
tion to the plan of the EC Com- 
mission president, Mr Jacques 
Delors, to increase EC spending 
by some 30 per cent over the next 
five years. 


The Government was con- 
cerned that Britain would use its 
six-month EC presidency to press 


its own hardline case in the nego-. 


tiations. However, at a meeting of 
EC finance ministers, the British 
made it clear that they were pre- 
pared to adopt the traditional 
“honest broker’’ role of the pres- 
idency. 


Britain appears to accept that 
the main task of its presidency 
should be to tease out some sort 
of compromise on the budget ne- 
gotiations, and this will bolster 
the Government’s hopes of secur- 
ing the £6 billion. 

The Minister for Finance, Mr 
Ahern, said that he had been en- 
couraged by the meeting. The 
British Chancellor, Mr Norman 
Lamont, he said, had adopted a 
very “mellow” approach towards 
the Delors proposals, and this 
augured well for Ireland’s 
prospects. 

Mr Lamont suffered an early 
humiliation at the meeting, the 
first of the British presidency, 
when he was forced to withdraw 
an 85-point questionnaire on all 
aspects of the cohesion debate. 
Other ministers saw this as an at- 
tempt to restart the budget nego- 
tiations, which have already been 


under way for the past five 
months, and they refused to go 
along with the British approach. 
The Lisbon summit agreed that 
the member-states in line for co- 
hesion funding would receive an 
“appropriate” increase, but the 
richer states fought shy of making 
any firm commitments. The Brit- 
ish will now chair the crucial final 
phase of the budget negotiations 
and attempt to secure an agrec- 
ment at the Edinburgh summit in 
December. 
During the Portuguese presi- 
dency, Britain and Germany suc- 
cessfully opposed the Delors 
spending plans, but there were 
signs yesterday that this alliance 
may be breaking up. As Britain 
appeared to be accepting the 
wider responsibility of the presi- 
dency, Germany served notice 
that it would pursue the question 
of the British rebate. This rebate, 


which amounts to about IR£3 
billion annually, was secured by 
Mrs Thatcher five years ago, 
much to the annoyance of the 
Germans. It is expected to be 
reviewed shortly. 

Mr Lamont said that a majority 
of member-states believed that 
the Delors proposals were ‘“‘a bit 
ambitious”, but he also _ re- 
affirmed the commitment of all 
countries to the cohesion prin- 
ciple. 

Mr Ahern told the meeting that 
the Delors proposals were the 
“minimum that is required to 
allow the Community take on its 
responsibilities and accept new 
challenges.” 

To finance his proposals, Mr 
Delors suggested. that the Com- 
munity budget should be in- 
creased from 1.2 to 1.37 per cent 
of EC output by 1997. The recent 
Lisbon summit agreed, however, 


that funding for reform of the 
Common Agricultural Policy 
(CAP) should come from within 
the existing farm spending alloca- 
tion. As a result, Mr Delors has 
revised his proposed ceiling 
downwards to 1.34 per cent, but 
this will not affect the amouht of 
money which is potentially avail- 
able to the poorer countries. 

The EC has agreed to provide 
Russia with 150 million ECUs 
(about £108 million sterling) for 
emergency medical supplies. EC 
leaders last month agreed to 
speed up medical aid to the 
republics of the former Soviet 
Union after warnings that, with- 
out emergency supplies of drugs 
and hospital equipment, millions 
of lives could be threatened. The 
aid is part of Russia’s share of a 
1.25 billion ECUs (about £1 
billion sterling) credit agreed last 
year.

Clubs defying law 
by installing 
condom machines 


By Sean Hillen 


AS the Seanad prepares to debate 
the Family Planning Bill, an in- 
creasing number of pubs, night- 
clubs and other outlets 
throughout the Republic are col- 
lectively defying the law by in- 
stalling condom’ vending 
machines. 


More than 100 machines have 
been installed and another 40 will 
be in place over the next two 
weeks. This concerted action is 
—— seen as a deliberate attempt 
by those promoting safe sex to 
highlight what they see as an in- 
adequate response to the dangers 
of AIDS and other sexually-trans- 
mitted diseases. 


Although the gardai would not 
comment on what action they 
might take, they acknowledged 
that complaints had been 
received about the machines, that 
they had interviewed several club 
owners and that they had confis- 
cated some condoms. 


Customs officials are unable to 


prevent the importation of gen- 
eral vending machines from the 
UK, as there is no law barring 
them, and safe sex campaigners 


say that they bring in supplies of 
condoms for them “‘in a variety of 
ways.” 

““We are not happy, go-lucky 
anarchists”, said Ms Rachel Mar- 
tin, a spokeswoman ffor the 
Association for the Promotion of 
Sexual Health Ltd in Dublin, 
which is in the vanguard of the 
campaign. “We firmly believe 
that there is as yet no effective 
change in legislation to promote 
safe sex practices and we cannot 
stand idly by while there is a seri- 
ous public danger. We wanted to 
take practical steps to reduce the 
danger and have been supported 
by many groups and individuals 
in our actions.” 

The association, which has es- 
tablished a section called Con- 
dom Sense, is supported by the 
Irish Family Planning Associa- 
tion. “We applaud their actions’’, 
said Mr Jon O’Brien, the associa- 
tion’s information officer. “We 
were fined by the courts for simi- 
lar actions last year, but have 
continued our protests. Dr 
O’Connell (the Minister for 
Health) has produced a watered- 
down Bill and he must face the 
inevitable consequences of in- 


creasing cases of potentially fatal , 


sexual disease.” 

Mr O’Brien said that the 
association had been inundated 
by calls from club and pub 
owners about their legal rights 
concerning the sale of condoms.

THE author of a book on the “X” 
case, Mr Clement Loscher, has 
claimed that “people have said 
that there has been an official at- 
tempt to ban it”. He had found it 
extremely difficult to get a dis- 
tributor or publicity “of any type 
for the book”’. 


Mr Loscher, who is a com- 
merce teacher at Mount Temple 
Comprehensive School, in Dub- 
lin, told The Irish Times that the 
book was a detailed account of the 
events in the “X” case as they oc- 
curred earlier this year, based pri- 
marily on interviews given by the 
medical, judicial and legal profes- 
sionals involved. 

He had interviewed the alleged 
rapist and his wife, he said, on 
four occasions and “from my per- 
spective, he is an innocent man 
until proven guilty”’. 

He had also interviewed all of 
the doctors concerned in the case, 
he claimed — four in all — and 
one of those interviews would

Mr Loscher. had spoken very

14-year-old pregnant rape victim, 
who had requested him not to get 
in touch again. “I respected his 
privacy in this regard,” he stated. 

Mr Loscher denied allegations 
put to The Irish Times yesterday 
by one of the professionals in- 
volved in the case that he had mis- 
represented himself variously as a 
research student, a theology grad- 
uate, a doctor and a psychiatry 
tutor in seeking to acquire inter- 
views for the book. 

His background was academic, 
he maintained. He had studied 
English and Economics at Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, followed by a 
diploma in Catechetics and an 
MA in Ecumenism from the Irish 
School of Ecumenics, he said. 

He vehemently denied that he 
was “any kind of a zealot” when

Wicklow County Council 
defers decision on Luggala

WICKLOW County Council 
has failed to come to a deci- 
sion on a £15,000 report it 
commissioned into the Office 
of Public Works’ proposed 
interpretative centre at ite 
Hill, near Luggala. 

The report, prepared by 
Professor Adrian Phillips and 
a working team from Trinity 
College’s Natural Resource 


‘Development Centre, has not 


been published by the council, 
but is known to question 
strongly the suitability of the 
site on a number of grounds. 

However, yesterday's meet- 
ing of the county council, 
which Professor Phillips 
attended to answer questions, 
ran out of time in its consid- 
eration of the report and the 
matter has been deferred, 
probably until September. 
Surveying work on the OPW’s 
site has already begun, follow- 
ing the announcement by the 
Department of Finance on 
June 24th that the project had 
been sanctioned. . 

In the course of the meet- 
ing, it emerged that Professor 


Phillips had questioned not 
only whether the site’s water 
supply, fire safety and access 
routes were suitable for a 
large interpretative centre, but 
also .whether the education 
facilities at the site and the 
general amenities on offer 
would be attractive to tourist 
and day trippers. | 

Asked outside the meeting 
if he thought the site was 
suitable on any grounds for a 
major ‘interpretative centre, 
Professor Phillips replied: “I 
don’t think so, no.”’ 

His report, which examined 
the whole Wicklow uplands 
area, recommended instead 
the provision of a network of 
small interpretative facilities 
and two large interpretative 
centres, possibly at Glencree 
and Roundwood. 

Asked about the statement 
in the Seanad last month by 
the Minister of State at the 
Department of Finance, Mr 
Noel Treacy, that the report 
supported an_ interpretative 
centre at Luggala, Professor 
Phillips said that the Minister 
seemed to have been given a 


“misinterpretation of our con- 
clusions”’.- 

In response to questions 
from Councillor Susan Phillips 
(Ind) on alleged inaccuracies 
in the Office of Public Works’ 
own feasibility report on the 
site, Professor Phillips said 
that considerable tree-thinning 
had taken place aound the site 
since the study was carried 
out and that this posed a 
threat to the remaining trees 
which was not reflected in 
that study. 

Professional hydrogeologists 
he had consulted disagreed 
with the OPW’s contention 
that an adequate water supply 
for the site could be obtained 
from ground water and had 
concluded that only 10 per 


‘cent of the site’s water needs 


could be met that way. 

He described as “very strange 
misrepresentations’” two photo- 
raphs which were included in the 

PW’s “very attractive docu- 
ment”. One showed an unspoilt 
upland moor beside the site, 
which was bulldozed several 
months ago so that the rocks 
could be sold, while the other, a 
view of Lough Tay, and the 


Luggala valley running down to 
Lough Dan, captioned as having 
been taken from the edge of the 
site, was not visible at all from 
the site and had been taken a 
kilometre away. 
The tone of the meeting was, in 
eneral, highly critical of the 
ffice of Public Works, which 
was accused of “railroading the 
democratic process” and of show- 
ing contempt for Wicklow County 
Council and Professor Phillips’s 
report.

choice of site escaped criticism 


from only three councillors. Mr 
Liam Kavanagh TD, a former 
Minister for the Environment, 
said the report clearly did not 
conclude that the interpretative 
centre should be somewhere else. 

Mr Joe Jacob TD (FF) said that 
in an ideal world, the report’s 
recommendations would be fine, 
but that the Office of Public 
Works and the county council had 
to do what was best for Wicklow 
with the money available, £3.8 
million in EC structural funds.

“We're carrying out a series of 
tests that you would carry out, not 
just on a Pope but on any sick per- 
son who may need an operation.” 

Dr Corrado Manni, chief anaes- 
thesiologist at the clinic, said the 


Pope was found to have some 
swelling of the abdomen. 

The Gemelli team is unwilling to 
issue a definitive medical bulletin 
until all appropriate tests and ex- 
aminations have been carried out. 

However, it was learned yester-. 
day that there is no connection be- 
tween the Pope’s current problem 
and the assasination attempt made 
on him in Rome in May, 1981, by 
the Turkish-born Mehmet Ali 
Agca, who fired a bullet into the 
Pope’s stomach. 

The Pope suffered stomach 
wounds in the attack, but Dr 
Francesco Crucitti, who performed 
emergency surgery then and is at- 
tending him again, ruled out any 
link with the current ailment. 


The Pope was subjected to a 
series of X-ray and echograph tests 
in an attempt to identify the 
problem. 

Tests on the Pope are expected 
to be concluded this morning. A 
decision will then be taken on 
whether to carry out an an oper- 
ation. 

If, as seems likely, it is decided 
to operate, then the operation may 
well be carried out this afternoon. 
The fact that a 10-day course of 
antibiotic treatment has failed 
either to alievate the Pope’s pain or 
reduce his slight fever would = 
gest that a surgical operation will 
have to be carried out. 

The 72-year-old, Polish-born 
Pope had intended to leave Rome 


tomorrow for his summer holidays 
in Lorenzago di Cadore in the Do- 
lomites. , 

However, the Papal spokesman, 
the Rev Joaquin Navarro Walls, 
yesterday stressed that the Pope’s 
annual holiday would not be can- 
celled but merely postponed by a 
matter of days while he recovers 
from treatment. 

While the Pope is in hospital, he 
cannot be replaced in his role since 
Catholics believe that the Pope 
takes his authority not from men 
but from God. 

Although the so-called Vatican 
No 2, the Secretary of State, Cardi- 
nal Angelo Sodano, may carry out 
routine caretaker duties, his role is 
not that of a Deputy Pope — no 


such person exists. 

‘A Pope is always in the best of 
health until his death is an- 
nounced, runs a popular saying in 
Rome. 

M es of support flowed in 
from world leaders last night and 
prayers were said throughout the 
Roman Catholic world for the 
Pope.

AN APPEAL for international 
military assistance to protect the 
50,000 encircled citizens of 
Gorazde from well armed Serbian 
attackers met with expressions of 
embarrassment at the United 
Nations Security Council yester- 
day, where it was clear that there 
was neither the leadership nor the 
will to take military measures to 
protect the civilians from their 
fate. 

Meanwhile as Serbia stepped 
up its offensives throughout Bos- 
nia (including Dubrovnik) and 
agreed to join Croatia and Mus- 
lim Slavs at EC-sponsored negoti- 
ations in London tomorrow, an 
unconfirmed report said that fed- 
eral army fighter-bombers had 
dropped cluster four “chemical” 
and four cluster bombs on 
Gorazde. 

The renewed offensive fol- 
lowed a promise by the Serbian 
prime minister, Mr Radoman 
Bozovic, never to cede “‘one inch 
of territory” inhabited by Serbs. 

In New York, Bosnia asked for 
an urgent meeting of the UN Se- 
curity Council and it’s ambassa- 
dor, Mr Muhamed Sacirbey, 
pleaded in a letter for the council 
to take ‘“‘all steps necessary, in- 
cluding air power, to stop this 
‘humanitarian nightmare’ from 
deepening.” The letter, which fol- 
lowed up an earlier appeal by 
Bosnia’s president, Mr Alija 
Izetbegovic, said that “The bar- 
baric attack on Gorazde contin- 
ues with all the brutal intensity 
that the Belgrade regime can 
muster.” 

What Bosnia got in return was 
a request by the UN Secretary 
General, Dr Boutros Boutros 
Ghali, to the Security Council for 
500 more peacekeepers for the 
humanitarian efforts at Sarajevo 
airport, which the council ac- 
cepted unanimously. This brings 
the UN force in Bosnia to 1,600. 

The council had earlier consid- 
ered a weakly worded and 
unenforcable resolution callin 
on “all sides to resolve their dif- 
ferences through a negotiated po- 
litical solution.” 

Dr Boutros Ghali said the hu- 
manitarian operation at Sarajevo 
“continues to hang by a slender 
thread.” A UN official yesterday 
warned western governments of 
the danger of flying aid into Sara- 
jevo after three French relief 
planes landing at the airport were 
hit by small-arms fire. 

In a letter to the president of 
the Security Council President 
Izetbegovic called on the UN to 
issue an ultimatum to Serbia to 
end its attack on the city 70 miles 
east of Sarajevo. “‘As we write,” 
Mr Izetbegovic stated, “this inno- 
cent population is dying and 
being killed in circumstances 
which are beyond comprehen- 
sion.”’ He described the attack on 
Gorazde as unprecedented and 
representing “the twilight of civi- 
lisation.” 


The refugee crisis caused by the 
fighting took a turn for the worse 
yesterday as Croatia said it would 
not accept any more refugees 
from Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

It added that all new arrivals 
would be directly transported to 
the borders of Slovenia, Austria 
and Italy. The Yugoslav crisis has 
created more than two million 
refugees, about 650,000 of them 
in Croatia. 

European countries have been 
slow to open their borders to refu- 
gees and several countries have 
put up the shutters. 

Lord Carrington, the EC nego- 
tiator, yesterday denied he was 
quitting but has privately made it 
clear that he requires greater sup- 
port from the French and others 
if he is to carry on, British diplo- 
mats said. 

The “chemical” offensive on 
Gorazde, a Muslim-majority 
town some 31 miles south-east of 
the Bosnian capital, was 
preceeded on Sunday afternoon 
by airborne bombing, a television 
journalist, Eness Musovic, 
reported from there. Musovic 
managed to contact a ham radio 
operator who translated what he 
said to several western journal- 
ists. — (London Independent Ser- 
vice; additional reporting from 
AFP, Financial Times Service) 

Agencies add: 

A French warship § yesterday 
joined the two Italian vessels pat- 
rolling the international waters of 
the Strait of Otranto to ensure 
that the UN embargo against Ser- 
bia is not broken. 

Italy, as current holder of the 
revolving presidency of the West- 
ern European Union (WEU), is 
commanding the surveillance op- 
erations which began on Friday. 

When the fleet is complete, it 
will also patrol international 
waters off the coast of the former 
Yugoslavia. 

Britain’s Avenger and a Belgian 
frigate are also steaming toward 
the Strait of Otranto. Greece is 
sending the torpedo-boat 
Sahtouris. 

Several others vessels which are

Socialists see Rocard as ‘natural’ 


THE FORMER prime minister, 
Mr Michel Rocard, has moved a 
step closer to his ambition to be 
president of France after being 
endorsed by the Socialist Party as 
its “‘natural” candidate in the 
next presidential elections when 
Mr Francois Mitterrand steps 
down, probably in 1995. 

The tacit. endorsement of Mr 
Rocard’s candidature by the 
Socialist big-guns at the party 
congress in Bordeaux at the week- 
end effectively ended a decade of 
wars of succession as the party 
tore itself apart with rival bids to 
be President Mitterrand’s heir ap- 
parent. 

The enthusiasm and optimism 
which greeted the former prime 
minister allowed the party to give 
a rare show of unity at a time 
when its fortunes have reached 
their lowest ebb since the Social- 
ists arrived in government in 
1981. They face almost certain 
defeat in the legislative elections 
next March, which will oblige Mr 
Mitterrand to end his 14-year 
presidency with another humili- 
ating “‘cohabitation”’ with a right- 
wing government. 

The 5l-year-old Mr Rocard, 
emerging from relative obscurity

since he was replaced by Mrs 
Edith Cresson as prime minister 
14 months ago, gave what even 
Opposition commentators ac- 
knowledged was ‘a speech of 
remarkable political intel- 
ligence.”” 

He urged the Socialist rank and 
file to be realistic about the 
possiblity of defeat in next year’s 
elections, and to _ concentrate 
their efforts instead on winning 
the presidential elections two 
years later, with himself as can- 
didate. 

“When the moment comes to 
beat them (the right) in 1995, I 
have the calm assurance that we 
will all be unified,” Mr Rocard 
said. “Yes, our immediate future 
will not be very harmonious. But 
the future is open to us if we can 
be open too.”’ 

The future now seems open to 
Mr Rocard too, a vindication of 
the man who was once the pariah 
of the Socialist Party and Presi-

dent Mitterrand’s detested rival. 
The social democracy that Mr 
Rocard has always preached is no 
longer heresy for the left but 
mainstream Socialist thinking. 


Mr Kocard, who has always 
said that he would be president 
one day, will have a strong chance 
of succeeding while the right 
remains deeply split over the EC 
and in personality clashes. 


Mr Rocard gave a painfully ac- 
curate diagnosis of the party’s 
problems, asking what possible 
appeal it could have for young 
people at a time when it is being 
tainted by corruption scandals, 
while the government has shown 


itself to be incapable of reducing 
the 10 per cent unemployment. 

The party’s insistence that eco- 
nomic growth would reduce un- 
employment was “no longer 
credible”, he argued. Instead, Mr 
Rocard urged that the main plank 
of the Socialists’ platform should 
be the reduction in working hours 
as a means of employing more 
people. 

Other Socialist leaders who 
have fought for their own chances 
of succeeding Mr Mitterrand ap- 
peared to bow to Mr Rocard’s 

reater appeal at the congress. 
The party’s first secretary, Mr 


- Laurent Fabius, long cherished by 


President Mitterrand as his dau- 
phin, gave Mr Rocard his bless- 
ing, calling him “‘dear Michel.” 

The former first secretary, Mr 
Pierre Mauroy, once a fierce op- 
ponent of Mr Rocard within the 
party, called him “the natural 
candidate”. 

At the same time, it became 


clear that the President of the 
European Commission, Mr Jac- 
ques Delors, is no longer consid- 
ered aS a_ serious. potential 
candidate. Delegates appeared 
bored and irritated by his dry in- 
sistence on talking about the 
Europen Community. 

Not all the Socialists were 
ready to accept defeat in the 
forthcoming legislative elections 
as a foregone conclusion, how- 
ever. The Prime Minister, Mr 
Pierre Bérégovoy, who will lead 
the party into battle, was deter- 
mined that his government would 
push through important reforms 
before next March to prove to the 
electorate that he had kept his 
promises. 

But the first deadline with the 
electorate comes on September 
20th, the referendum on the 
Maastricht Ireaty. The Socialists 
— unlike the right-wing parties — 
appeared to be united in favour 
of its ratification. The former de- 
fence minister, Mr Jean-Pierre 
Chevénement, the only Socialist 
public figure to campaign for a 
‘no’ vote, was roundly jeered by 
the party faithful at Bordeaux. 

On this issue, too, they were 
determined to be united.

_ Abortion law exposes deep divisions 


THE final hurdle facing Ger- 
many’s new legislation § on 
abortion could be the most diffi- 
cult. It is certainly the most un- 
predictable. In the 18 years since 
the Federal Constitutional Court 
at Karlsruhe rejected a law de- 
claring that abortion under cer- 
tain conditions was “not 
punishable’, there has been a 
fundamental change in German 
public opinion, and the court it- 
self has a new set_of judges. 

Yet, there is an air of uncer- 
tainty about the outcome of the 
legal challenge if — as seems al- 
most unavoidable — Bavaria, the 
country’s main stronghold of Ca- 
tholicism, decides to bring a case 
to the federal court. An alterna- 
tive route is also open: the Chris- 
tian Democrats, the party of the 
Chancellor Kohl, have nearly 
reached the required total of one- 
third of the signatures of Bundes- 
tag members which would enable 
them to look for an interim in- 


junction and a court hearing 


which, at the least, could delay 
the implementation of the new 
law for months or even years. 


Among supporters of the bill, 
which is likely to be signed by the 
federal president, Dr Richard von 
Weizsdcker, in the next few 
weeks, there is an outward confi- 
dence that the state of opinion in 
Germany would not accept any 
further delay. But the debate on 
abortion — to replace the liberal 
law in the east and the. tightly- 
circumscribed legislation in the 
west with provisions applicable to 
the whole of Germany after unifi- 
cation — has shown deep div- 
isions that reinforce the 
possibility that the constitutional 
court will be involved. 

The central issue, as in 1974, 
remains the question of whether a 
woman should have the exclusive 
right to terminate her pregnancy. 
Supporters of the current attempt 
to liberalise the procedure argue 
that the bill which passed its final 
legislative stages last Friday with 
its adoption by the Bundesrat — 
the second chamber of parlia- 
ment where the Lander are repre- 
sented provides adequate 
protection for the foetus. 

Abortions will be allowed dur-

ing the first twelve weeks of preg- 
nancy provided the woman 
undergoes a prescribed process of 
counselling.

“The problem is simple,” says 
Mr Joachim HoOrster, the parlia- 
mentary business leader of the 
CDU. “In our opinion it is wrong 
that one person should have con- 
trol over another person’s life. For 
me as a lawyer, it is extraordinary 
that up to the end of the twelfth 
week of pregnancy there should be 
no protection of the unborn life, 
and after 12 weeks and one day it 
Should be absolutely protected. 
One cannot treat these matters 


like deadlines for income-tax.” 

But on the Social Democratic 
side, the argument is that remov- 
ing the punitive element from the 
abortion question will put the 
issue on to a different plane and 
help to reduce its use for purely 
social reasons. The current law, in 
spite of its many safeguards, ac- 
cording to Dr Klaus Kiibler, an 
SPD member of the Bundestag 
from the south-west of Germany, 
poses no problems for middle- 
class couples with two incomes 
who want to protect their stan- 
dard of living. But it does impose 
considerable constraints on a 
woman with a large family who 
will probably be forced to con- 
tinue with her pregnancy. 

During the debate in the Bun- 
desrat, Ms Christine Bergmann, 
the Social Democratic mayor of 
one of the districts of Berlin, vig- 
orously complained about the 
reduction of rights involved for 
east German women, who up to 
now have had unrestricted free- 
dom to terminate up to the twelfth 
week of pregnancy. The abortion 
rate in the old East Germany “‘was

no higher than in the old Federal 
Republic”’, she said. 

The compromise legislation was 
passed in the Bundestag with only 
Bavaria voting against it, and a 
further three Lander with coali- 
tion governments abstaining from 
the vote. But a more decisive indi- 
cation of the changes brought 
about in Germany by unification 
was the support for the bill by 
three Lander where the Christian 
Democrats are the major force:

The Democratic National 
Convention is pure showbiz, Conor 
O’Clery reports from New York 


WHEN YOU stand on the floor 
of the immense auditorium in 
Madison Square Garden and gaze 
up (in awe) at the stage con- 
structed for the Democratic Party 
National Convention, you realise 
this is showbiz, not politics. 

The stage is on five levels, 
painted in pastel shades of blue 
and pink, and curving as if de- 
signed for a Fred Astaire and 
Ginger Rogers dance spectacular. 

Indeed there was a chorus line 
rehearsing yesterday morning for 
the grand opening, kicking their 
feet in the air in a high-precision 
routine. When they finished a 
producer’s voice called out from 
the empty stalls: ““Hold it, that’s 
right, applause, applause, more 
applause, now exit.” 

The convention is an on-Broad- 
way spectacle, a carefully-scripted 
show with less real debate than a 
Soviet Communist Party Con- 
gress. Here — as there — reality 
merges with fantasy, symbolised 
by a giant television screen made 
up of 64 smaller screens at the 
back of the stage, so that the dele- 
gates in the pink tip-up seats can 
watch the action live or on TV. 

The purpose of the four-day ex- 
travaganza is to ensure that when 
Governor Bill Clinton of Arkan- 
sas is nominated late tomorrow 
evening, everyone will realise that 
A Star Is Born.

AS THE Russian vice-president, 
Mr Alexander Rutskoy, began 
talks in Kishinyov with President 
Mircea Snegur of Moldova on 
means to end the fighting in the 
Russian-populated Trans-Dnies- 
ter, plans to send a peacekeeping 
force to another trouble spot in 
the former Soviet Union hit a 
snag.

Mr Rutskoy, a constant critic 
of the economic policy of his own 
President, Mr Boris Yeltsin, ar- 
rived in the Moldovan capital 
yesterday evening, saying his aim 
was to “end the tragedy of the 
Trans-Dniester region.” 

Should he be successful it 
would enhance his burgeoning 
popularity and increase his stat- 
ure as a rival to Mr Yeltsin. 


A_ series of meetings in 
Kishinyov will include talks on 
the position of the Russian 14th 
army, which is based in the 
republic and has been drawn into 
the conflict on the side of the 
Russian-speaking population. 


The situation in the area was 
reported quiet yesterday, al- 
though the Trans-Dniester press 
service said there had been peri- 
odic shelling by Moldovan forces 
of positions held by the Trans- 
Dniester guards and Cossack 
forces who have moved in from 
the Black Sea region. 


Agreement has been reached in 
principle that a _ multilateral 
peacekeeping force be deployed 
in the area, but no date has been 
set for this deployment. 


_ The Russian acting Prime Min- 
ister, Mr Yegor Gaidar, said yes- 
terday that such a peacekeeping 
force was “highly necessary be- 
cause the current process of par- 
tial stabilisation cannot be 
durable.” 


The Russian Government, he 
said, was currently dealing with 
logistical issues connected with 
the deployment of a peacekeeping 
force. 


Rabin keeps cabinet posts 
open for parties on right 


THE NEW Israeli prime minister, 
Mr Yitzhak -Rabin, last night 
presented the Knesset with one of 
the most left-wing coalition gov- 
ernments in Israeli history. 


Mr Rabin named a 17-member 
cabinet, composed only of mem- 
bers of his own Labour Party, the 
left-wing Meretz, and the ultra- 
Orthodox Shas. But in the 
clearest possible sign that he still 
hopes other religious and right- 
wing parties will eventually 
decide to join, he left open a 
number of key ministerial posi- 
tions for their leaders. 


Mr Rabin has made no secret of 
his disappointment at failing to 
woo the right wing Tsomet party, 
led by a former a chief of 
state, General Rafael Eitan, into 
his coalition. The talks broke 
down last week as much because 
Mr Eitan wanted the Education 
Ministry, already allocated to 
Meretz, as over basic principles.

Avraham Shochat, has been 
named Minister of Finance, and 
the dovish Mr Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer is Minister of Housing and 
Construction. The Housing Minis- 
try, under General Ariel Sharon 
in the outgoing government, was 
the spearhead of the Likud’s 
drive to accelerate Jewish settle- 
ments in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. That programme 
infuriated new immigrants from 
the Soviet Union, who felt gov- 


ernment funds would be better 
spent on job creation, and their 
votes for Labour helped swing the 
election on June 23rd. 


The settlement drive also 
angered the Bush Administration, 
which blocked an Israeli request 
for $10 billion worth of loan 
guarantees to help absorb the 
immigrants. That aid will be 
forthcoming if Mr Rabin keeps a 
pre-election commitment to freeze 
most Jewish settlements in the 
occupied territories. But Mr 
Rabin and Mr Ben-Eliezer must 
first tackle the tricky problem of 
what to do with the 15,000 or so 
housing units in various stages of 
construction on the West Bank. 


The new cabinet contains only 
one survivor from the Shamir era 
— the Interior Minister, Mr Arye 
Deri of Shas. But he may not last 
too long. He is under investiga- 
tion for alleged fraud and em- 
bezzlement, and police sources 
believe an indictment is imminent.

Major faces revolt 
over new ruling | 


BACKBENCH Conservative 
MPs were last night preparing 
to give their party leadership 
a rough ride over its “‘dictato- 
rial” removal of two senior 
Tories as chairmen of power- 
ful backbench Commons 
select committees. 


The row had been brewing 
since last Tuesday when the gov- 
ernment made plain its intention 
to end the tenure of Mr Nicholas 
Winterton, the respected but 
rebellious Macclesfield MP, as 
chairman of the health select 
committee. 


To engineer his removal with- 
out making it look like a vendetta 
— Mr Winterton has been out of 
favour in government circles for 
18 months since the committee 
produced a highly critical report 
on the controversial shake-up of 
the NHS — the Tory whips came 
up with a new ruling. It decreed 
that no MP should sit on any 
select committee for more than 
three parliaments; the 
independent-minded Mr Winter- 
ton had served on the health 
committee since 1979. 
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The plot to oust such an emi- 
nent critic backfired, however, 
when it was pointed out that the 
new ruling would also require the 
removal of Sir John Wheeler, a 
true blue Conservative ultra- 
loyalist, as chairman of the influ- 
ential home affairs select commit- 
tee. Undaunted, the Tory whips 
pressed ahead, causing consterna- 
tion among their usually reliable 
backbench colleagues. 

Sir John, a firm supporter of 
the government’s policies on 
policing and prisons, was out- 
raged at his treatment. He told 
committee colleagues that he was 
being sacrificed to make the 
whips’ gagging of Mr Winterton 
appear even-handed. 

e deposed health committee 
chairman himself retaliated by 
releasing a letter to the Prime 
Minister, Mr John Major, had 
written to him in February 1991,

saying he knew he would “bring 
skill, knowledge and commitment 
to his task as committee chair- 
man’’. 

Sir Marcus Fox, the wily and 
powerful Conservative chairman 
of the Committee of Selection — 
who, along with the whips, 
decides which 96 Tory MPs are 
allocated select committee jobs — 
has been busy denying that the 
new rule was deliberately 
designed to hit Mr Winterton. 

“These are rules made by my 
Conservative colleagues, relating 
only to Tory MPs, to make room 
for other people. It is misleading 
and mischief-making to suggest 
we have been got at by the 
whips,” he said. 

Few MPs believed a word of it, 
and began plotting to undo it. 
Thus, veteran Labour MP, Mr 
Frank Field, was last night 
readying himself to move a 
motion urging the reinstatement 
of Mr Winterton. If that did not 
happen, Labour MPs were plan- 
ning to vote for another Tory, Mr 
Roger Sims, to stop the Tory 
whips imposing Ms Marion Roe,

The autumn of the Eighties 


Brian Fallon, Chief Critic, visits 
four significant London shows and 
assesses some big artistic 
reputations 


ITH MOST Eighties 
reputations dying off 
like flies in autumn, 
it seemed as if one of the few 
— perhaps even the only one 
— to last would be Anselm 
Kiefer’s. Granted,. he has 
: eee too much; granted, 
e makes the same point over 
and over, like his contem- 
porary Werner Herzog; 
granted, he had seemed to 
wear his conscience on both 
sleeves, especially when it 
came to Germany’s recent 
history. 


“The Women of the Revolu- 
tion” is the title of his exhibition 
at Anthony d’Offay’s gallery, or 
rather galleries, just off Cork 
Street in London. The Revolu- 
tion, of course, is the French one, 
but I take it that we are expected 
to add the reverberations of 
other, more recent revolutions as 
well with perhaps even an oblique 
reference to feminism. It is a title 
which, by its very nature, gets the 
best of several worlds. Appar- 
ently Kiefer derived much of his 
impetus from a reading of 
Michelet’s ‘Les Femmes de la 
Revolution’, which I have never 
read but which stresses the high 
contribution of 18th-century 
women to the idealism and emo- 
tionalism of the revolution itself. 

The main exhibit, frankly, is 
not only lugubrious but also dull 
and repetitive. It is a series of 
beds with lead ‘‘mattresses’’, 
each of which contains a hollow, 
filled with water — perhaps we 
are expected to think of 
imprisonment and death, since 
lead is the material with which 
coffins are lined. The names of 
the various ladies are given on the 
wall; they include Charlotte 
Corday, who stabbed the odious 
Marat and was guillotined for it, 
and Madame Roland, who is 
credited with the saying “‘O Lib- 
erty, what sins are committed in 
thy name!”’ 

Other sections, which are more 
interesting, include paintings and 
various creations from dried 
flowers. Once again, it is plain 
that Kiefer is a born painter when 
he chooses simply to paint, but 
that is not fashionable now, when 
anything-goes conceptualism still 
rules the art world. Or can it be 
that he has reached the stage 
when he feels that anything he 
touches is good and meaningful in 
itself, and that this justifies turn- 
ing himself into some kind of 
international industry? Or — even 
more sobering — can it be that he

has lurched back into the mush- 
room shadow of the late Joseph 
Beuys?

also that Tapies lacks invention, 
in spite of his undoubted power, 
and that his imagination has only 
a limited range?

any art histories credit him with 
being “the Father of Pop Art”, 
just as certain critics argue 
periodically that Abstract Expres- 
sionism began in Europe rather 
than in America. Perhaps it did, 
but America did it better, and the 
same is true of Pop, whose 
flowering was essentially in 
metropolitan New York. 


Certainly Hamilton was ahead 
of the posse in his discipleship to 
Marcel Duchamp, and technically 
he has been remarkably inventive, 
patenting many ideas and proce- 
dures which others have since 
taken up. He was a Pop aartist 
before Hockney was, or 
Caulfield, or Peter Blake. or any 
others of the talented London 
scene of the 1960s; and what is 
more, certain of his works have 
gained a popular currency, which 
is usually a sign in their favour. 
He has both guyed and celebrated 
popular culture, the world of 
record sleeves, TV _ images, 
posters, newspaper “‘shots’’, film 
and rock-star publicity. Viewed 
from a certain angle, Hamilton is 
an artist of superb professionalism 
and versatility, who has seized on 
modern technology and made it 
both his slave and his collabora- 
tor. 

What, then, is missing? For one 


thing, ey enough, he lacks: 
visual wit, an 


the clumsily face- 
tious titles do not make up for 
this. Secondly, he has no real 
core of style, no_ individual 
“touch”, and I am glad to see 
that I am by no means alone in 
thinking so. For instance William 
Packer of the Financial Times, an 
honest and much-respected critic, 
Says cuttingly that Hamilton’s 
works are “from first to last, 
where his own hand is evident, 
= simply badly done, weak in 
the —- flaccid and insensi- 
tive in the handling of the paint”. 
He grants him all the program- 
ming skills in the world, but no 
personal “mark’’. 

To which his admirers would 
Say, quite reasonably, that all this 
is not what his works are about. 
Hamilton is the perfect artist of 
the computer age, all outside and 
no inside; the idol of most 
modern art colleges, one of 
England’s ——t artists- 
for-export. So when I say that I 
cannot like or enjoy his work, in 
many eyes the joke will be on me.

To be blunt, I 
would not take a timeshare there 
if it were offered to me _ for 
nothing — which is just the kind 
of suspicious offer one might well 
be made in such a seedy area.

“TODAY Tonight” took a look 
on Thursday at what it’s like to 
be jobless with Miriam Fitzsimons 
interviewing four people in quite 
different situations and age 
groups.

Sebastiao 
Salgado at 
Douglas Hyde

THE exhibition hand-out 
describes Salgado as ‘“prob- 
ably the. world’s most _ re- 
spected photo-journalist”. For 
once this is no exaggeration. 


Having come to _ photo- 
graphy relatively late, Salgado, 
a Brazilian based in Paris, 
addresses Third World isues. 
His distinctive style is charac- 
terised by a formal grace 
which has led some to charge 
him with abusing his power- 
less subjects and with 
Sanitising their suffering. Most 
famously, he has taken pic- 
tures of starving Ethiopians 
and transformed squalid death 
into seductive, quasi-religious 
images. 


To accuse Salgado of exploi- 
tation is both to misrepresent 
his intentions and to misun- 
derstand how photographs of 
subjects such as famine vic- 
tims actually work. Surely tak- 
ing great images of anything 
has to be better than taking

bad pictures of same. Salgado 
invites close attention to his 
subjects while meeting the 
requirements of good visual 
art. There is nothing wrong 
with doing both. 

No pictures, beautiful or 
otherwise, cure famine. Pow- 
erful photographs persuade 
slowly. It is no accident that 
Salgado’s pictures are used in 
charity advertisements, be- 
cause by beautifying what he 
sees he inspires pity and, 
demonstrably, genorisity. As 
Salgado has said, his pictures 
are “‘a base for reflection”’. 

There are no words to 
describe those who are not 
moved by the misery shown 
here. But yes I am moved 
— by their extraordinry 
formal qualities. 

The other major body of 
pictures depict Latin America 
and are taken from a published 
series entitled ‘‘Other 
Americas’’. Salgado spent 
seven years ee the 
myths and rituals of predomi- 
nantly “earthy” peoples. Indi- 
vidually, pictures are first-rate, 
but they cohere into a more 
convincing, ordered statement 
in book rather than in exhibi- 
tion form. And this is fre- 
quently true of exhibited work 
by photo-journalists. 


Brady, 
McSweeney at 
Taylor 
Galleries

CHARLES Brady and Sean 
McSweeney share the space in 
the Taylor Galleries, or more 
accurately, they inhabit differ- 
ent floors of it. These are two 
very distinct exhibitions, not a 
two-man exhibition, and it 
would be hard to find two 
ainters more intrinsically dif- 
erent from each other. 
Brady, rather suprisingly, 
mixes landscape with his 
familiar still-life subjects — he 
was, of course, a recognised 
landscapist in the days when 
he exhibited with the Indepen- 
dent Artists, but it is an aspect 
of his work which has dwin- 
died. This is a pity, because 
here he proves once again that 
he is a born painter of out- 
of-doors, especially in the 
paintings of Nephin, bathed in 
sunlight and cloud. These pic- 


tures have a sense of scale 
which is out of all relation to 
their own small size. 

The still-life pictures include 
typically works such as a 
study of a sliced pear and — 
less typical — a _ bowl of 
flowers, beautifully painted. 
Even in these works, Brady 
manages to smuggle in some 
suggestion of a horizon line, 
which he usually paints with a 
kind of eloquent irregularity. 


Sean McSweeney continues 
to find new territory in 
familiar subjects; his Sligo 
boglands, shorelines, and 
occasional clumps of trees 
refuse to become stereotyped. 
There have been well-meaning 
hints recently that he has been 
— himself, but this 
exhibition contains some of 
the best and most original 
works he has painted. 


‘Across to Dermot” has a 
marvellous dramatic, torn sky; 
“Dark Bogland Pool’ is a 
genuine breakthrough; some of 
the seascapes have an intense, 
singing blue which only he 
could ocnjure up. The spirit, 
though not the direct influ-

the Point

DANIEL O’Donnell’s ‘“Wel- 
come Back”’ to an Irish stage 
on Saturday after an_illness- 
related absence demonstrated 
that he is both a terrific 
showman and an apparent 
paradox. The teasing overture, 
the glorifying lights, the 
screams which accompany 
every wiggle of his buttocks, 
all belong to a superstar; his 
waving at friends, tepid self- 
deprecating jokes and innuv- 
merable dedications read out 
to named members of the 
audience seem to belong to 
another culture entirely. 

The two-hour show 
contained a few contrived 
breaks and other audible 
Strategies to protect 
O’Donnell’s now-more-delicate 
vocal cords, but he was 
largely in good voice — if 
poorly served by a _ sound 
yc seemingly unsuited to 
the space. 

But he is not, fundamen- 
tally, a very good country 
singer. “My Donegal Shore” 
— about emigration and loss 
of love — is among the 
saddest songs in his repertoire, 
and his phrasing was not up to 
conveying fully the sentiments 
in its uncomplicated lyrics. 
The songs he can sing more 
than adequately are one- 
dimensional odes to wedded 
and domestic bliss, where 
dreams come true, love is 
forever, home is always the 
same welcoming place (“with 
mama in the kitchen and 
daddy by the fireside”) and 
“feels so good I can hardly 
stand it” is the most danger- 
ous emotion. 

Since his most adoring fans 
are old and female enough to 
know better about the realities 
of family life, Danicl clearly is 
in the retrospective-fantasy 
business. This is a_perfectl 
honourable trade, but one with 
artistic limits. When accom- 
panied by shrieks from the 
crowd, it invites a descent into 
arody, which O’Donnell 
urther courts by including a 
long sequence of Elvis Presley 
material in his show.

Limbo is not being preached 
any more and lay expert Ray 
Topley, a Catholic liturgical 
catechist involved in the provision 
of pre-baptismal courses for 
parents, explains that current 
Catholic teaching recommends 
children of bélievers who die 
without Baptism to the “‘mercy of 
God”. He has had very potent 
reasons to satisfy himself on the 
subject, as his own children were 
lost through stillbirth or miscar- 
riage.

The imagery of Baptism, as 
explained by Topley, makes it 
very much more than just a 
naming ceremony.

the threat of Limbo. 

They will take their promises

ma Gandhi was quoted as saying 


I: is now many years since Mahat- 


that “the world has enough for 
everyone’s need but not for everyone’s 
greed”. His words of wisdom are still 
true despite a trebling of the world’s 
population since they were spoken. The 
wealth gap between the people of the 
industrialised countries (or global 
north) and those of the south, the so- 
called developing countries, has un- 
doubtedly widened. Statisticians tell us 
that a child born in the United States 
will do nearly as much damage to the 
environment as 300 born in a “Third 
World” country. 


Recently, when people from over 160 
countries were meeting at the United 
Nations Conference on the Environ- 
ment and Development (UNCED), or 
Earth Summit, in Rio de Janeiro, we in 
Ireland were in the throes of the 
Maastricht referendum campaign. Of 
the many arguments used for and 
against, there was one that was aired 
by only a tiny minority. It was, like 
many of the others, an economic 
concern, as relevant to the Earth 
Summit as it was to Maastricht. 


The argument in —. is about 
the assumption which lies at the core of 
the Maastricht Treaty, that Europe can 
enjoy relatively unfettered growth and 
consumption. It envisages us competing 


with the United States and Japan for 


new levels of affluence. Yet, halfway 
across the world, in Rio, represent- 
atives of the European Community and 
its member states were propounding 
the virtues of sustainable development. 

The challenge there, as eloquently 
stated by India’s Anil Agarwal, was 


Time 


“to bring together people and create 
and mobilise public opinion to work out 
how we live in this world, where there 
are sO many people and resources are 
limited, in a way that would be fair to 
the world and fair to all of us’’. 

One notable absentee in Rio was the 
EC’s Environment Commissioner, Mr 
Carlo Ripa di Meana. He was exasper- 
ated with an environment policy based 
on fine words and no legally binding 
obligations. His decision came a day 
after EC ministers failed to endorse his 
proposal to use an energy tax to help 
cut carbon dioxide emissions and tackle 

lobal warming. Commissioner di 

eana has been much criticised since, 
with the German Chancellor, Dr 
Helmut Kohl, calling for his resignation 
at the recent Lisbon Summit. That 
summit welcomed the outcome of 
UNCED “‘and, in particular, the accep- 
tance by the international community at 
the highest level of the aim of sustain- 
able development worldwide’’. 


POSITIVE outcome of UNCED 
was, indeed, the recognition at 
the highest political level that 

environment and development issues 
are, metaphorically speaking, two sides

of the one coin. The two conventions 
agreed, those on climate change and 
biodiversity were, as Commissioner di 
Meana expected, almost entirely 
aspirational and devoid of binding 
commitments. Financial commitments 
at Rio were also few and far between. 

Politics at EC and global level seem 
to be increasingly concerned with 
words rather than action. We saw it at 
Maastricht and again in Rio. 

We read after the recent Lisbon 
Summit that our Taoiseach made an 
“ingenious amendment” to the Portu- 
guese presidency’s draft declaration on 
the former Yugoslavia. This is some- 
thing we Irish are good at! The 
Maastricht Treaty involved agreement 
on fine words and phrases meaning 
many different things to different 


people! 


Those of us living in the EC, like the 
peoples of southern countries, have, 
unfortunately, to struggle with the real 
world, where resources are limited and 
very unequally divided. The fewer than 
twenty per cent living in the north 
control over eighty per cent of the 
resources while the south has to get by 
with the remainder. This unequal 
division also applies within national 
boundaries. 

Sooner or later all of us dwelling on 
this planet will have to confront the 
realities of our situation. We already 
know what we are doing to the ozone 
layer and what may result from global 
warming, not to mention the destruc- 
tion wrought by war and pollution. The 
more we resort to empty words and 
phrases, the harder our ultimate task is 
going to be. The time has come for 


— from rhetoric to reality, from 
words to action. 


As well as the Taoiseach, the Minister 

for the Environment Mr Smith, Ministers 
of State Brendan Daly and Mary Harney 
and many officials, there were twelve 
representatives of Irish non-government 
organisations (NGOs). The positive tone of 
Statements by the Taoiseach and Ministers 
on such matters as Official Development 
Assistance (ODA) and women’s role in 
environmental protection and _ sustainable 
development was encouraging. Sadly, how- 
ever, they were short on specifics. The Joint 
Programme for Government commitment to 
a | yee programme of increases’ in 
ODA was repeatedly quoted without a single 
target figure being set or such increases. It 
was notable that both Britain and Ireland 
were among the few northern countries 
unwilling to consider a specific timescale for 
attaining the UN target for development aid. 


The thirty alternative treaties agreed by 
the NGOs in Rio cover a wide range of 
topics, from indigenous people to 
urbanisation. These, unlike the official con- 
ventions, include firm commitments to 
action by the signatories. Some are also 
quite lyrical as this passage from the 
=— to the alternative h Charter 
shows: 


[os ei: was well represented at Rio. 


“We are Earth, the people, plants and 
animals rains and oceans 

breath of the forest and flow of the sea. 
We honour Earth as the home of all living 
things. 

We cherish Earth’s beauty and diversity 
of life.” 

This preamble concludes: 

‘“‘We thus commit ourselves to the follow- 
ing principles, noting at all times the 
particular needs of women, indigenous 
peoples, the south, the disabled and all 
those who are disadvantaged.” 


There follows a set of principles and an 
Earth Charter Action Plan. 


The treaties and conventions agreed in 
Rio are important in providing a basis for 
action. Governments, including your own, 
must be persuaded to deliver on specific 
targets for increasing ODA, limiting carbon 
dioxide emissions and eliminationg chloro- 
fluorocarbons (CFCs). Central government 
and local authorities must act to increase 
recyling and limit waste production. Com- 
munities and citizens can participate by 
more selective consumption and simplifying 
lifestyles. 


_ People have to be made aware of the 
increasing damage to our planet so as to 
achieve this kind of co-operation. This 
education can create the political will to 
further Gandhi’s dream of “Enough for 
everyone’s need’’. It can also ultimately, 
realise the oy ag of Anil Agarwal, “that 
every single human being will have at least 
the right to survival, which means that 
nobody goes to bed hungry: that nobody has 
to scrape the earth to a point that you 
devastate it merely to eke out a living for 
today.” 


Now is the time to begin!

Chairman clearly intends long, 


searching test for Reynolds 


Protagonists 
unlikely to 
welcome delay 
in tribunal 


Fintan O’Toole outlines the implications of the decision 
to adjourn the inquiry at Dublin Castle. 


R JUSTICE Hamilton’s 
U ezzison to adjourn the 

Tribunal of Inquiry into 
the Beef Processing Industry 
probably became inevitable once 
the State decided to appeal Fri- 
day’s High Court judgment to the 
Supreme Court. Since it was al- 
ways intended that the tribunal 
would break for August, the time 
needed for a Supreme Court hear- 
ing and judgment on such a fun- 
damental constitutional issue 


_would not allow for any serious 


examination of such crucial wit- 
nesses as the Taoiseach and his 
predecessor, Mr Charles 
Haughey. 

As has happened on a number 
of occasions recently, an action 
taken by the State — in this case 
the appeal-— has had the oppo- 
site effect to that which the Gov- 
ernment might have wanted. Mr 
Reynolds, in_ particular, can 
hardly be happy to have the 
threat of the tribunal hanging 
over him for the rest of the 
summer. 

The break comes just at a point 
where the tribunal has begun to 
cut into the political heart of the 
affair. Assuming that the Su- 
preme Court upheld the High 
Court judgment, the tribunal was 
due to hear — probably in this 
order — from Mr Liam Lawlor 
TD; Mr Haughey; the former 
Minister for Agriculture, Mr 
Michael O’Kennedy, who has 
sought personal representation 
rather than rely on the State’s 
team, and Mr Reynolds. : 

Mr Ray Burke is also due to 
return to answer questions about 


the Cabinet meeting on June 8th, 
1988, which he was prevented 


from answering by his own coun- 
sel last week. 

The most obvious significance 
of Mr Justice Hamilton’s decision 
to adjourn the tribunal is that it is 
an indication that he intends the 
examination of Mr Reynolds and 
of Mr Haughey, if permitted to go 
ahead unconditionally, to be long 
and searching. Conceivably, short 
cross-examinations of the two 
men could have been managed 
before the August break were the 
Supreme Court to make its judg- 
ment quickly. But the scale of the 
examination of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, Mr 
O’ Malley, who was in the witness 
box. for six days, even though he 
was not in power during most of 
the period in question, would 
seem to indicate that both Mr 
Reynolds and Mr Haughey will 
face a similar test in September. 

For Mr Reynolds, the adjourn- 
ment could hardly have come at a 
worse time. It comes directly in 
the wake of the very hostile evi- 
dence of his Coalition partner, 
Mr O’ Malley, who accused him of 
“an abuse” of the Export Credit 
Insurance Scheme (ECIS), of 
being less than frank on a num- 
ber of occasions, and of making 
important decisions as a result of 
meetings with Mr _ Larry 
Goodman. 

Perhaps even worse, Mr 
O’Malley was followed by Mr 
Ray Burke and Mr Seamus Bren- 
nan, both of whom could have 
been expected to be “friendly” 
witnesses from Mr Reynolds’s 
point of view, but both of whom 
were at pains to deny.any respon- 
sibility for his actions as Minister 
for Industry and Commerce at 
the time. Mr Burke miade strong, 
implicit criticisms of Mr Reyn- 
olds, while Mr Brennan, who 
shared legal responsibility for the 


y 


operation of ECIS with Mr Reyn- 
olds in 1987 and 1988, strongly 
denied any “political responsi- 
bility” for it. 

In addition, it would seem 
from the statement made to the 
tribunal by Mr Haughey that he 
will say that it was his belief that 
Mr Reynolds “drew up general 
criteria” for making allocations 
under the scheme and acted ac- 
cording to “the best overall ad- 
vice’. Since it would appear that 
no such criteria were, in fact, 
drawn up, and since it is clear 
that the advice Mr Reynolds was 
getting was overwhelmingly nega- 
tive, Mr Reynolds seems at this 
stage an increasingly isolated fig- 
ure, with none of his party col- 
leagues rushing to associate 
themselves with the wisdom of 
his decisions in this matter. 

The adjournment leaves Mr 
Reynolds in the awkward posi- 
tion that his own defence for his 
actions in allocating £100 million 
of extra ECIS cover in October 
1988 seems to be that he was 
under a massive misapprehension 
at the time as to what had been 
decided at a Cabinet meeting the 
previous June. 


Mr Justice Hamilton: Deci- 
sion probably inevitable. 


Since he was told by his civil 
servants at the time that there 
was no record of the decision he 
thought had been made, but went 
ahead anyway and had the com- 
panies informed of the cover be- 
fore the situation could be 
clarified — an action which could 
still cost the State £100 million — 
his own defence is not at the mo- 
ment one which will give him 
great comfort. The adjournment 
means that these actions cannot 
be explained for at least another 
two months. 


OR is the further delay in 
Ne tribunal’s proceedings 

forced by the State’s ap- 
peal likely to be particularly wel- 
come to. the Goodman Group. It 
is now in the position where very 
serious allegations of irregular- 
ities in its plants in Ballymun and 
Waterford have been made in de- 
tail, and where even more serious 
allegations of the misappropria- 
tion of intervention beef at its 
plant in Rathkeale have been 
made by a former senior em- 
ployee, Mr John Lynch. These 
latter allegations are even more 
disturbing in their scale and 
documented detail than the ini- 
tial charges made by Mr Patrick 
McGuinness in the “World in 
Action” programme which led to 
the establishment of the tribunal. 


- 


And, while Goodman Interna- 
tional has been able to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses —e such 
allegations, it has not yet had the 
chance to produce its own wit- 
nesses to answer the charges. It 
now seems it is unlikely to have 
that opportunity until early 
winter. 

To date, the tribunal has dealt 
with three broad areas: alleged 
irregularities at Goodman plants, 
the Goodman/IDA deal and the 
role of Government in it, and 
ECIS cover and allegations of po- 
litical favouritism surrounding it. 
None has been completed. It is 
likely that there will be more ex- 
amination of alleged irregularities 
at the Rathkeale plant, while the 
other two areas still depend cru- 
cially on the Supreme Court’s 
eventual judgment before they 
can be concluded. 

In addition, however, a num- 
ber of issues are still to be 
broached. The tribunal has yet to 
examine in detail allegations of 
tax evasion by Goodman compa- 
nies, although, in an interim sub- 
mission, Mr Dermot Gleeson SC, 
for the group, has already made 
clear his clients do not deny “‘pay- 
ments without deduction of 
PAYE and PRSI” and have al- 
ready made disclosures to the 
Revenue “as a result of inquiries 
by the tribunal”’. 

Other issues, such as_ the 
relationship between Goodman 
and the banks and the saga of the 
beneficial ownership of Classic 
Meats, also have yet to be ex- 
amined. 

On two counts, however, the 
delay in the proceedings of the 
tribunal will be welcome. One is 
that Fianna Fail now has ample 
time to disclose to the tribunal 
any financial contributions from 
meat companies before Mr 
Haughey and Mr Reynolds are 
questioned. 

The other area is that of estab- 
lishing whether large amounts of 
intervention beef were used in the 
contracts for Iraq which got ECIS 
cover. This is an issue which 
arose only in the course of the 
tribunal itself, but which has been 
assuming what Mr Justice Hamil- 
ton calls “significant pro- 
portions”’. 

It relates in particular to the 
‘national interest”? defence which 
Mr Reynolds is likely to put up 
for taking such risks with Exche- 
quer finances, since, if much of 
the beef had been bought from 
intervention, the economic bene- 
fits of selling it to the Iraqis 
would be vastly less than if it had 
been bought directly from Irish 
farmers. It is an awkward area for 
Mr Reynolds, particularly since it 
was public knowledge that at least 
some intervention beef was being 
used. 

The tribunal has been having 
severe difficulty in getting figures 
from the State on what happened 
to intervention beef in 1987 and 
1988. The State has pleaded the 
difficulty and laboriousness of 
the task. Thus, it seemed likely 
that, if Mr Reynolds had given 
evidence this month as planned, 
it would not have been possible to 
put questions based on firm 
knowledge of this area to him. 
With the long delay, there can be 
little excuse for the Department 
of Agriculture failing to come up 
with the figures before Mr Reyn- 
olds finally gives evidence, with 
the result that his perception of 
the “national interest” should be 
tested to the full.

When the 
returning 
emigrants 
are forced 
to leave 
again 


HE emigration of thou- 

sands of people from the 

Republic every year seems 

to play an integral part of the 

Government’s calculations on 

reductions in unemployment 
figures. 


In an interview with this paper 
in March, the Minister for Fi- 
nance, Mr Ahern, speculated on a 
future drop of 150,000 in the 
numbers unemployed, based on 
estimates for the years 1984, 
1985 and 1986. 


“If we had three years of 
25,000 net new jobs each year, 
that’s 75,000 jobs . . . If we had 
emigration of 25,000 for each of 
those three years, that’s another 
75,000. That would change the 
whole ball game,” he told Jrish 
Times reporter John Walshe. 


There was no major outcry over 
this statement at the time, but 
returned emigrant Marianne 
Hendron objects strongly to this 
attitude to emigration. “I’m an- 
noyed that emigration is so built 
into the Government’s policy and 
projections, that it is so dependent 
on us leaving. I’m annoyed that 
the Minister can talk about 25,000 
leaving every year and that this is 
part of his economic plan.” 


“And yet the implications of 
that for the individuals . . . God,” 
she says with obvious exaspera- 
tion. “I know it’s been going on 
for years, but even so, I think 
people still hope that it is a tempo- 
rary sort of thing.” 


Marianne Hendron left Ireland 
in 1987 and emigrated to Austra- 
lia, where she quickly got a good, 
well-paid job as a community de- 
velopment worker in Melbourne. 
She and her Australian partner, 
Steve, returned to Ireland in 
March last year, about a year after 
her first son, Jack, was born. She 
had another son, Cormac, six 
months ago. 

Although Steve is working now, 
Marianne has found it impossible 
to get a full-time permanent job, 
and works part-time on an SES 
scheme for the Larkin Unem- 
ployed Centre, helping to run its 
magazine, the Bru. The couple 
have already decided that they 
cannot manage financially as 
things are, and will return to Aus- 
tralia in October. 

A social sciences graduate from 
UCD, Marianne worked before 
she emigrated - on low pay - for 
the Women’s Community Press in 
Dublin, which she helped set up 
with four other women. “I 
couldn’t really see much of a 
future and I’d been there four 
years and thought it was time to 
move on. Also, I felt it would be a 
good experience to go away,” she 
says. 

“We didn’t even consider 
money when I had Jack. At that 
time, we took having a car for 
granted. I was able to go on holi- 
days. Money dictates everything 
now. It is a constant worry getting 
money together for bills. 

“Another thing now is that I 
tend to worry about the future an 
awful lot. At the moment, the kids 
are small and don’t tend to cost a 
lot of money. But come a few 
years time . . . I really worry that if 
I did stay, how could I ever give 
them a decent kind of life.” 

They decided to come to Ire- 
land when she was pregnant, so 
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that both Steve and Jack would 
have some connection with the 
place, and so that her parents — 
who have no other grandchildren 
— could have some sort of 
relationship with Jack. 

“Also, I'd heard that things 
were getting better in Ireland 
work-wise and I was hopeful that 
we would be able to get work and 
establish ourselves here a bit. 
Loads of people thought the same 
thing then. 

“IT remember being in Australia 
and other Irish people talking 
about things getting better and 
getting so excited about it. It 
struck me that so many had good 
lifestyles and were established 
there, but I reckon that most 
thought of it as a temporary thing 
and would like to be able to come 
back, especially when it comes to 
having kids. You want to come 
back and bring them up and have 
them go to school here. 

“IT think a lot of people came 
back around the same time as I 
did. When I went over to Austra- 
lia, my two closest friends went 
away, one to Boston and one to 
London. We all came back within 
six months of each other.” 

When Marianne came back last 
year, she and her family went first 
to her parents house in Porta- 
down, before heading for Dublin, 
where they thought it would be 
easier to get work. She and her 
partner were not married at that 
stage ‘“‘which was quite difficult in 
terms of social welfare or work 
permits for Steve,” she says. 

“I could not claim for him on 
the dole because we were not mar- 
ried, but I could not claim single 
parent’s allowance because we 
were living together.” 

At that time, there was a lot of 
publicity about the numbers 
returning. “I was signing on and 
we were very conscious of these 
reports. I was feeling dejected be- 
cause it seemed that it was going 
to be more difficult than we had 
anticipated to make a go of it. 

“The system did not seem to 
accommodate you and I was angry 
that returned emigrants ~ were 
being blamed for unemployment 
figures going up. 

“I was angry at having to ex- 
plain to people why I had come 
back. It is my country and Id pre- 
fer to be here.” 


would be quite happy to go 

back and forth between the two 
countries; she says she loved her 
time in Australia. “But the chil- 
dren have to have some sort of 
stability. Also, it’s been hard here 
for Steve. We talk about winning 
the Lotto and spending six 
months here and six months in 
Australia every year.” 

Marianne retains a strong sense 
of anger at being unable to return 
to Ireland with her partner and 
make a life here. She points out 
that her situation is not unique, 
and unemployed centres around 
the Republic dea! with an increas- 
ing range of problems faced by 
returned emigrants. She still feels 
that to go away can be both en- 
riching and positive. 

“But choice is the crucial factor. 
You should be able to choose 
when to go and when to come 
back and not be made feel guilty 
about coming back.”

_ There was no alternative to the adjournment of 
the tribunal of inquiry into the beef processing in- 
dustry, according to its sole member, Mr Justice Liam 
Hamilton. Pending the State’s appeal to the Supreme 
Court on his right to question ministers or former 
ministers about Cabinet decisions, the tribunal was 
unable to continue its inquiries into the allocation of 
export credit insurance and at short notice could not

Instead there has been a complex and unprece- 
dented case about confidentiality, and the unmistak- 
‘able sounds of dissension rise from the ranks of the 
coalition. Indeed the delay which became inevitable 
yesterday, far from allowing a respite from mutual 
recriminations between Fianna Fail and the Progres- 
sive Democrats, increases the prospect of a summer of 
political ambushes and constant sniper fire. 


Polish Breakthrough 


President Walesa has managed to knock enough 
heads together to put an end to the five-week-old 


government crisis in Poland. Ms Hanna Suchocka,: 


who has constructed a list of ministers drawn from 
seven of the political parties spawned by Solidarity, 
will have what amounts in Polish terms to a working 
majority in the Seym. Of the 460 members 220 belong 
to parties in the new coalition. An eighth Solidarity 
offspring, the Christian Democratic Central Alliance, 
withheld its support only because Ms Suchocka 
refused to give it the ministry of foreign trade, and its 
31 members abstained from the vote last Saturday, 
putting the new government formally in office. 

Such is the reality of Polish parliamentary life 
that the new turn of events, running counter to Mr 
Walesa’s strong support a week ago for the post-com- 
munist candidate for the prime ministership, Mr Wal- 


demar Pawlak, 


is now being interpreted as an 


elaborate ploy to force the Solidarity parties to sink 
their differences, mostly based on personality. Mr 
Pawlak was an unlikely and unwilling head of govern- 
ment. As leader of the Peasants Party, he belonged to 
one of the political groupings which collaborated with 
the communist dictatorship, though, at 32, he was too 
young to be personally involved. 
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After the spotlight moved to Ms Suchocka, Mr 
Pawlak remarked that with his seat in the Seym and 
his farm, his hands were too full to take on the prime 
ministership as well. But Mr Walesa stuck doggedly to 
him after his half-hearted attempt to form a govern- 
ment failed, and made it clear that the alternative was 
an administration that he as president would head 
himself, taking quasi-dictatorial powers. With about 
half of the Polish electorate, according to the latest 


opinion-polls, no 


longer confident of the  par- 


liamentary process, Mr Walesa’s threat must. have 
been a powerful stimulant for the members of the 
Sejm to think constructively. 

Ms Suchocka has already had to damp down 
comparisons with Margaret Thatcher. She has made it 
clear that she will take no nonsense from ministers 
who refuse to toe the government line. “If I succeed,” 
she declared, shortly after her nomination, “‘perhaps I 


will not be the second Thatcher, 


but the first 


Suchocka.” The challenge facing her is large enough to 
justify the claim. If she manages to forge a sense of 
common purpose from the disparate parties, her 
contribution to the evolution of the Polish political 
system will be fundamental because so far freedom to 
differ has been the main acquisition of democracy 
rather than the freedom to agree on the requisite 


policies. 


* * 
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Her government is the fifth since the fall of com- 
munism three years ago. There has been some con- 
tinuity in spite of the changes of administration. Mr 
Krzysztof Skubiszewski, who represented Poland in 
the difficult pre-unification negotiations with Ger- 
many, continues as foreign minister, and some other 
ministries remain unchanged. As a member of the 


Democratic Union, the 


party of Mr Tadeusz 


Mazowiecki, Poland’s first democratic prime minister, 
Ms Suchocka is an ardent supporter of the market 
economy and has given the three most powerful eco- 
nomic posts in the cabinet to ministers who think 
likewise. To do anything else in Poland’s current eco- 
nomic crisis would be worse than folly. The current 
mood of militancy among farmers over high interest 
rates is a grim warning of the conflicts that lie ahead.

WIGS AND THE GREEN 


Sir, — Recently, in this juris- 
diction and in England and Wales, 
the matter of court dress has 
received considerable attention. 
In England and Wales both the 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord Taylor, 
and the new Director of Public 
Prosecutions, Barbara Mills, have 
expressed support for the aboli- 
tion of wigs. Ms Mills has been 
quoted as saying that wigs and 
gowns, together with archaic lan- 
uage, lead to a “them and us” 
eeling and make the system seem 
out of touch. 

In a similar vein in this jurisdic- 
tion, Mr Willie O’Dea, the Minis- 
ter of State at the Department of 
Justice, on the second stage of 
the Criminal Evidence Bill 1992, 
spoke of the anxiety and ner- 
vousness with which people 
a a the courts and of his 
belief that these ‘feelings were 
compounded by the attire worn 
by judges and lawyers. Mr O’Dea 
is quoted as saying: “If I can at 
least make the courts more user- 
friendly in my tenure of office I 
will consider that I have suc- 
ceeded in no small way.” (/rish 
Times, July 2nd, 1992.) 

What though, does the Irish 
public really think of the sugges- 
tion that traditional court dress 
should be abandoned? In_ this 
regard I would like to bring to the 
attention of your readers the 
perhaps somewhat surprising 


results of a survey featured in the 
June/July issue of Counsel, the 
journal of the Bar of England and 

ales. This survey was con- 
ducted at random over a four-day 

riod in June among court users, 
including defendants in criminal 
trials, parties in civil proceedings, 
witnesses and court staff, at the 
Oxford Combined Court Centre, 
England. Overall, 79 per cent 
favoured the wearing of robes, 
i.e. wig, gown and neckbands, in 
court as — to 11 per cent 
favouring their shedding. Interest- 
ingly, a question was included 
specifically to test the charge that 
robes were alienating. In fact the 
survey showed that robes inspired 
confidence and provided reassur- 
ance. 

Might I suggest, therefore, that 
before any changes are made to 
the existing rules a survey of 
public attitudes to court dress be 
undertaken? It may be found that 
the Irish public, far from being 
alienated really rather likes the 
solemnity and sense of occasion 
engendered by the wearing of 
what Mr O’Dea refers to as 
“17th-century dress . . . no longer 
appropriate to the modern condi- 
tions of our courts”. — Yours,

First, the almost unanimous 
disapproval of the site by locals 
and associations of walkers, 
climbers, farmers and land 
owners. Second, the likelihood 
that, as at Coole Park, Galway, 
Interpretative Centre, the sewer- 
age system may fail and in this 
instance enter the ground water 
thereby to contaminate the drink- 
ing water of Dublin.

New Canal Barges 


Twenty wooden canal barges, 
ee craft, costing about 
£20,000, are about to be con- 
structed in shipyards in Dublin, 
Wicklow and Carlow, to provide 
a measure of relief to overtaxed 
rail and road services in the 
transport of fuel and essential 


supp ies. 

he barges will be horse-drawn, 
and will be capable of carrying 
about 40 tons of turf each. In the 
event of further curtailments of 
road services the new fleet, which 
is expected to be completed in six 
months, will become an important

You will find your man at 
Dublin Airport, too, peering at 
people coming off the plane 
from America.

— “the Yanks who looked after 
your uncle’s best friend in the 
1940s are coming” — is enough 
to send the Brother in Dublin 
on yet another time-consuming 
chore.at the behest of the clann 
at home.

Then there is the tickets syn- 
drome. The Brother in Dublin 
is expected to be able to pick up 
All-Ireland football and hurling 
tickets, rugby international tick- 
ets, soccer international tickets 
and rock concert tickets — all as 
easily as if they were blowing 
around O’Connell Street in the 
wind. 

You will always recognise the 
Brother in Dublin in the rock 
concert queues. He is the one 
wearing a conservative blue 
Suit, with no rings in his ears or 
nose, being tormented by the 
youngsters outside the Virgin 
Megastore at 6.30 of a morning. 


You will also see him in a 
demented state on the eve of an 
All-Ireland final, prepared to 
pay any money for a stand 
ticket because, you see, at the 
back of it all, the Brother in 
Dublin has a bit of pride, and 
failure to deliver will reflect 
badly on him and his status. 

On the Sunday morning of 
the game, when he takes his 
sleeping bag out of the bath- 
room — it’s the — place he 
can sleep, because his family 
and their neighbours have taken 
up all the space — he grandly 
throws the tickets on the table 
in front of the country-based 
brothers and says: “I never let 
you down a day yet.

FEMALE STERILISATION 


Sir, — Dr O’Kelly and Dr 
O’Doherty (July 7th) write that: 
“Twelve years ago women who

ment.” This outline is not wholly 
accurate. Female sterilisation by 
tubal ligation was performed in 
some of the Midland Health 
Board hospitals from the early 
1970s. 

I have before me a _ report 
“Midland Health Board, Hospital 
Statistics 1976” on page 9 of 
which are details of operations 
performed in the gynaecological 
departments. In the column 
headed “Tubal: Ligation” there 
are records of 18 operations 
performed in two hospitals during 
the year. In the 1977 report there 


are 28 such operations recorded. 
The majority were public patients 
rovided with free service. The 


evel of activity fluctuated with - 


consultant staff changes. 

Management were aware of the 
work, facilitated it and openly 
published details in annual 
returns. The procedure, being 
legal, was deemed to be solely a 
matter between the patient and 
her doctor and no guidelines were 
laid down. 

In the 1970s the MHB hospitals 
os were the only public 
ospitals providing this service so 
the observations of Drs O'Kelly 
and O’Doherty would reflect the 
general position.

YES, NO OR MAYBE 


Sir, — Whoever suggested the 
inclusion of a candidate in the 
Maastricht referendum wasn’t so’ 
far wrong after all. In fact, we 
might have achieved a far more 
representative and informative 
result had we allowed voters to 
express their affirmation or repu- 
diation in degrees, e.g. com- 
pletely os a approve, 
undecided, strongly disapprove, 
or whatever. For certain, the 
turnout would have been greater, 
since people who were largely 
undecided were left with little 
alternative to abstaining. What 
else were they to do, no Indepen- 
dents or Greens to vote for, and 
tossing a coin is hardly appealing. 

There are practical difficulties, 
but not any greater than those of 
transferable votes in  parliamen- 
tary elections. To make it very 
easy, you could list the options 
on the ballot paper, numbered say 
0 to 10. The counting could be 
made quite simple, by, for 
example, allocating percentages to 
options. 

The more mathematically 
oriented of your readers will 
realise that I’m applying “fuzzy” 
set theory to voting. The conven- 
tional (“crisp”) set theory and 
logic that is taught in schools: (I 
think Aristotle was originally to 
blame) demands that a statement 
either is true or is not true; there 
are no maybes. This makes the 
mathematics easy, but defeats the 
main purpose of logic — which is 
to model human thought. For 
there is good reason to believe 
that humans reason using linguis- 
tic (fuzzy) terms, like those men- 
tioned above. 

Of course, defenders of conven-

tional logic will argue that some 
of the undecideds will vote 
“Yes”, some “No”, and it'll all 
come out in the wash. But this is 
a fudge. It neglects the errors 
committed when people are 
forced to translate their internal 
“fuzzy” feelings into a crisp 
decision; and it ignores the ten- 
dency to abstain when the ballot 
pen offers no palatable option.

HOVERING ALLY 


Don’t just lash pesticides 
around. You may be wiping 
out creatures which will do 
the job of ridding you of the 
worst offenders in adequate 
fashion. You know already 
that ladybirds live on 
aphids. They are _ one 
of many helpful predators. 
There is, for example, the 
hoverfly, which you may 
often, at first, mistake for a 
wasp as they have black 
and yellow stripes. They 
don’t sting and you'll soon 
notice their odd darting 
motion like a 
hummingbird, perhaps. The 
female lays about two hun- 
dred eggs and plants each 
one in an aphid colony. 
Each of the larvae can eat 
up to six hundred aphids 
before coming to adulthood. 
So they do the job more 
uickly than ladybirds, and 
they can get at smaller 
aphids in the folds of 
leaves, where ladybird 
larvae might not reach. 

One thing: they haven’t long 
tongues and so need open 
flowers. All this courtesy of 
Richard Nairn who writes 
in the latest (June-July) 
issue of The Irish Garden, 
that magazine edited -by 
Mary Davies and Gerry 
Daly.

SPECULATION that. the 
Bundesbank will move later this 
week to dampen _ inflationary 
pressure in Germany sent sterling 
and the US dollar sharply lower 
on the foreign exchange markets 
yesterday and led to an open plea 
from the British government to 
the German central bank not to 
raise its interest rates. News of 
the Bundesbank’s growing con- 
cern has also worsened the Irish 
interest rate outlook, with little 
prospect that the German central 
bank will ease its interest rates 
over the coming months. 

The Bundesbank is_ worried 
about the fast rate of growth of 
money supply — a key indicator 
of future trends in the inflation 
rate — and comments from 
Bundesbank officials and Ger- 
man government ministers indi- 
cate that the bank is to discuss the 
issue at its fortnightly meeting 
next Thursday. While most ana- 
lysts believe that the Bundesbank 
will stop short of raising the key 
Lombard rate, lingering fears of 


such a rise and speculation of a 
less dramatic tightening in policy 
were enough to send sterling and 
the dollar down sharply. 

Sterling lost 2.5 pfennigs 
against the strengthening German 
D-mark and was trading last 
night below DM2.85, at the bot- 
tom of the European Monetary 
System band. Fears are growing 
of further severe pressure on the 
British currency as the markets 
test the government’s determin-

Level of redundancies shows 
rising trend in six months

THE level of redundancies in the first half of the 
year was 10 per cent above the same period last 
year, according to the latest official figures, another 
indicator of the difficulties in the jobs market 
which have pushed unemployment levels to record 
highs. A total of 9,204 redundancies were notified 
to the Department of Labour up to the end of June 
ree ee compared to 8,337 in the same period in 


The latest figures are further bad news for the 
Government on the jobs front. While most of the 
increase in the unemployment register over the past 
year has been due to a lower level of net emigration, 
the rise in redundancies shows another pressure in 
the labour market, as firms faced with sluggish mar- 
ket conditions reduce their employee numbers or 
close. In the first six months of the year, an average 
of more than 1,500 redundancies were notified to 
the Department each month, up from less than 
1,400 on average last year and 1,100 in 1990. 


dancy levels peaked in 1984, when over 2,600 
people were laid off each month on average. The 
number of redundancies eased slowly up to 1987 
and then fell sharply up to 1990 as economic condi- 
tions improved and companies benefited from 
strong demand on both home and overseas mar- 
kets. But over the past two years, the level has risen 
again sharply, although remaining much lower than 
the peak levels of the mid-1980s. 

The higher redundancy level appears to reflect a 
general shake-out throughout many areas of busi- 
ness and industry. The computer sector continues 
to suffer from restructuring, while many areas of 
domestic industry have been hit by poor demand 
on the Irish and UK markets. | 

Employment levels in the construction industry 
are also running below 1991 levels. In May, em- 
ployment in construction was 2.9 per cent below 
the same month last year and, while residential 
construction levels appear to be holding up, build- 
ing workin industry and agriculture remains 
depressed.

Broker says new share 
issue from AIB likely

A NEW share issue by Allied 
Irish Banks is “probable” and 
may involve the reactivation of 
the £60 million issue on the US 
market that was withdrawn in 
October, 1991, says AIB’s Lon- 
. don broker, Warburg, in its latest 
review of the Irish banking group. 

Warburg, which was appointed 
as AIB’s London’s broker in Feb- 
ruary this year, has given AIB a 
strong “buy” recommendation on 
the basis of the comparable price/ 
earnings ratios with UK banks 
and also on the basis of War- 
burg’s ‘sum-of-the-parts’ valua- 
tion for AIB of 245p per share. 

The suggestion from Warburg 
that AIB may opt to reactivate

very keen on such an offering 
from AIB. 


According to an NCB analyst, 
Mr Shane Nolan, such a move 
from AIB is unlikely for a number 
of reasons.

The Polaroid CS-500 converts a photo to a digi- 
tal image. The digital image is then combined with 
other data about the cardholder in the card- 
issuer's computer. 

All that data — including the digitised photo — 
is then combined and placed on a single magnetic 
data tape of diskette and placed in the DataCard 
9000, which produces a credit card containing all 
the information and a colour photo. 

The system can produce 300 cards per hour. 


DataCard and Polaroid recently combined their 
new products/technology to provide Citibank, the 
world’s largest bank card issuer, with a total system 
to issue the new Citibank Photocard. 

The Citibank Photocard allows Citibank to 
offer its cardholders and merchants an extra degree 
of protection against credit card fraud. 

Polaroid and DataCard said the new system 
eliminates the need to laminate cards to incorpo- 
rate photographs.

Japan’s 
trade 
surplus 
soars 


JAPAN announced yesterday that 
its politically sensitive trade sur- 
plus jumped 24.1 per cent in June 
from the same month last year, 
pushing the imbalance for the first 
six months to a record high. 

Private-sector economists said 
Japan’s sluggish economy and 
brisk world demand for Japanese 
exports will make the gap grow as 
high as $120 billion for the year, 
which would also be a record. 

The chronic US deficit with 
Japan — and more recently the EC 
imbalance — have become the 
cause of trade friction in recent 
months. Officials from both the 
European Community and _ the 
United States have become more 
aggressive in pursuing what they 
describe as market-opening 
measures. 

The customs-cleared surplus 
rose to $8.97 billion from a revised 
$7. 23 billion in June 1991, the 
18th consecutive rise, the Ministry 
of Finance said in its monthly 
report. Exports surged 10.5 per 
cent to $28.09 billion from $25.43 
billion, and imports grew 5.1 per 
cent to $19.12 billion from $18.19 
billion. 

The surplus for the half year 
ended in June grew 52.4 per cent to 
$49. 0 billion from $32.18 billion 
from the first six months of 1991, 
setting a half-year record. 

Mr Adrian Tschoegl, a senior 
economist at SBCI Securities 
(Asia), claimed the size of the sur- 
plus in June was misleading. “You 
get a more accurate picture by com- 
bining the figures for May and 
June,” he said.

The statement noted that the 
companies have, “substantial bor- 
rowings,” and, “through their dis- 
posal, the group is able to acquire 
Capel (a loss making UK printer) 
without recourse to shareholders 
for capital, yet keep overall debt 
within commercially prudent 
levels.” 

Mr Keating, who is a large 
shareholder in the group — the 
last annual report showed his 
holding at 730,332 shares, which 
represented 27.6 per cent of the 
equity — will be making an in- 
vestment of £800,000 (taking over 
the debt) in the new grouping.

Independent radio ads grow faster than RTE’s 


By John McManus 


ADVERTISING on independent radio stations is 
growing at a faster rate than on RTE radio and they 
are poised to become a medium for national adver- 
tising, according to a survey by the advertising 
agency, Wilson Hartnell. 

Spending by advertising agencies on RTE radio 
is down eight per cent for the first six months of the 
year, compared to the same period last year. This 
compares with a rise in agency spending on the 
three largest independent radio stations, 98FM and 
104FM in Dublin and 96/103FM in Cork, of be- 
tween 15 and 20 per cent in the same period. 

The smaller independent radio stations report 
an increase of 10 to 15 per cent in the amount spent 
by advertising agencies with them. Total spending 


10% growth in business 


THERE has been a 10 per cent increase in advertis- 
ing agency business in the first six months of this 
year compared to the first six months of last year 
year, to £46 million compared to the same period last 
year. 

Despite a four week strike during the period under 
review, money spent on advertising on RTE Televi- 
sion, through advertising agencies, rose 15 per cent 
according to the report. It was due mainly to the

by advertising agencies on all the media rose by 10 
per cent compared with the same period last year. 

The drop in RTE’s revenue reflects the impact 
of the six-week strike at the station, according to 
Ms Sile Horan, media manager at Wilson Hartnell, 
who carried out the survey. But the strike does not 
account for all of it, neither does it account for the 
improvement in independent radio’s fortunes. 

‘What local radio has done is stop the decline in 
afternoon listenership. When people have listened 
to RTE in the morning, they now switch to local 
radio in the afternoon rather than switching off,” 
according to Ms Horan. 

However, independent radio is being held back 
from becoming a national advertising medium by 
inconsistencies in quality between stations and the 


effects of the cap put on RTE advertising time by the 
1991 Broadcasting Act which has created a shortage 
of air time, according to Mr Frank Young of Wilson 
Hartnell Advertising, which carried out the survey. 
Ulster Television reported spending with it by 
Dublin agencies rose by 20 percent during the period. 
The station’s air time is sold through a British air 
time sales house, TSMS, which has now established 


an office in Dublin in order to concentrate on the

lack of a national sales organisation. 

Independent Radio Sales, which was set up last 
month to provide this service, says it will have 
worked out advertising rates for national coverage 
by the end of the summer. It is planned initially to 
attract companies who are already advertising on 
RTE and are looking for extra air time, according 
to the head of sales, Mr Gerry Davey. However, he 
feels that independent radio will eventually offer a 
“stand alone platform for national advertisers’”’ due 
to, amongst other things, their higher listenership 
among young households during the day. 

Independent radio is not capable of becoming a 
medium for national advertising, according to Mr 
Brian Pierce, head of radio sales at RTE. He blames 
the drop in the station’s radio advertising revenue 


entirely on the effects of the strike and the absence 
of the station’s well known personalities from the 
air.’ He admits it lost some important campaigns 
during the dispute, but says that advertising has 
almost fully recovered. 

He points to the collapse of Century Radio, the 
defunct independent national broadcasting station 
which never achieved a major market share, as an 
example of the lack of viability of independent 
radio as a medium for national advertising. 

Wilson Hartnell has a different explanation. 
“Century was not a saleable product, it did not 
have enough listeners” according to Ms 
Horan.“‘Local independent radio is, it has a 
listenership to sell.”

ELAN CORPORATION, _ the 
Athlone-based pharmaceutical 
group, is set for a lengthy battle 
with the US drugs multinational, 
Pfizer, which is suing for alleged 
breach of patent relating to Elan’s 
once-daily hypertension treat- 
ment, Nifelan. In response, Elan 
has counter-claimed against 
Pfizer claiming restraint of trade 
and violation of US anti-trust 
laws. 

A spokesman for Elan said yes- 
terday that Pfizer has its own 
once-daily hypertension drug 
which it markets in the US under 
licence from the German drugs 
group Bayer. Elan, he said, has 
developed its own hypertension 
treatment which it has licensed in 
the US to Miles Inc, itself a 


wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Bayer. The market for once-daily 
hypertension ~— in the US is 
worth about $1 billion a year, and 
Pfizer currently has 90 per cent of 
this market. 


Pfizer has claimed that Elan’s 
Nifelan drug would breach the 
patent licensed to Pfizer in the 
US by Bayer, a claim that is em- 
phatically denied by the Irish 
company. Elan has also ques- 
tioned the validity of the patent 
held by Pfizer. The Elan spokes- 
man said that Nifelan is still 
under review by the US Food and 
Drugs Administration but added 
that if and when Nifelan is ap- 
proved by the FDA, Pfizer’s legal 
action will not prevent the mar- 
keting of Elan’s own drug by 
Miles.

Tolson confirms intent to

MS JANE Tolson is likely to stay 
on as chief executive of the Sun- 
day Business Post until a successor 
is appointed later this year, she 
said yesterday, confirming that 
she is to leave the newspaper to 
return to a media job in London. 
No names have yet been men- 
tioned as a possible successor, but 
the newspaper is understood to be 
making approaches to several can- 
didates, and is believed to be keen 
to appoint an Irish person to the 
position. 

Ms Tolson joined the Sunday 
Business Post \ast August and has 
overseen radical cost-cutting mea- 
sures, including a reduction in the 
number of advertising staff from 
38 to about 12 today. Last Janu- 


ary, Mr Olivier Gillet, represent- 
ing the French media group 
Eurexpansion, which has a major- 
ity stake in the newspaper, said it 
was “not commercially viable”’ at 
the time, making redundancies 
and further cost-cutting measures 
essential. 

The newspaper has been hit by 
a fall in advertising revenues. Cir- 
culation rose to about 27,000 
copies weekly last year from 
25,500 in 1990, against the gen- 
eral trend in Sunday newspapers, 
and is believed to be running at 
around that level so far this year. 


Ms Tolson is a former publisher 
of the Asian Wall Street Journal 
and has an independent publish- 
ing consultancy in London. Her 
decision to leave is the second sig- 


nificant recent departure from the 
Sunday Business Post. The news- 
paper’s deputy editor, Mr James 
Morrissey, is to leave in Septem- 
ber to take up a position in corpo- 
rate finance with Gilmore & 
Associates, headed by Mr 
Brendan Gilmore. 


The Sunday Business Post was 
founded in 1989 7 four business 
journalists. One of the founders, 
Mr Frank Fitzgibbon, resigned 
last year and sold his 12 per cent 
shareholding to Eurexpansion. Mr 
Morrissey is to retain his 12 per 
cent stake for the time being. Ms 
Tolson is not a shareholder. The 
other founder shareholders are Mr 
Damien Kiberd and Ms Aileen

NO golfing experience reveals 
the true nature of the game’s 
leading practitioners quite like 
the countdown to a major 
championship.

‘In this abandoned state of our 
country ... mO person can pass 
any of the public roads without 
being searched and examined at 
every milestone.

The English surname Ford(e), 
from a place where there was a 
ford, in widely used in Ireland as 
a synonym of several Irish names. 
The Cork Forans, Fuarthain 
became Forde; as did the Breffni 
sept MacKinnawe, Mac 
Cons 


These latter were chiefs of 
Muintir Cionaoith or Munter 


Kenny in Leitrim from at least 
the 13th century. One ‘ Forde 
family came from Devonshire in 
the 14th century and became 
landowners in Co Meath. Some in 
Ulster may descend from families 
such as these or from later, post- 
Plantation settlers. The Fordes 
who gave their name to Seaforde, 
Down, were originally of a Co 
Wexford family which claimed 
Welsh extraction. This latter 
family, seated at Seaforde, are 
shown on Taylor & Skinners 
M - of the Roads of Ireland 
(1778), and another Forde Esq. is 
at Ballyfad, south-west of 
Arklow. Ballyfad names _ town- 
lands in the Wexford parishes 
of Inch and Kilnenor. Both 
families are listed in the 1814 
Directory, and in Owners of Land 
of One Acre and — (1876) 
Olonel William B. Forde is 
shown as owning 19,882 acres at 
Seaforde, with a further two acres 
in the city of Dublin. None of the 
name is listed in Co Wexford. 
Others of the name had lesser 
holdings in Cos Louth, Dublin, 
Kildare, Meath (452 acres at 


Kilcarne), Clare, Cork, Kerry, 
and Mayo. The latter was the 
sizable 9,008 acres of John Ross 
Forde, Rochester. It would not be 
ible to tell which of the plus 
50 in the rural area south of the 
border, and the 130 north of it, 
are ‘concealed’ Irish or original 
Fordes Writing of ‘The Estate 
System of County Wexford’ in 
exford: History and Society, 
Daniel Gahan says that the Forde 
property in Co Wexford was 
owned by the Fordes of county 
Down, an absentee family. 
Colonel Anthony Perry, one of 
the Wexford leaders of the United 
Irishmen of 1798, married ‘one of 
the Fordes of Ballyfad in the 
north of the county and even held 
land from them. The Fordes were 
a very comfortable Catholic 
family ...’. From this we 
presume there were still Fordes 
residing at Ballyfad then. 
SEAFORDE is not to be found 
in the 1659 Census, though 
Nachan is. This is the name of 
the townland wherein the town of 
SEAFORDE, and now spelled, 
Naghan.
